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REVIEW OF 1865. 

The close of the year imposes upon the Chess journalist the same 
duty which it bringrs to the ^Titor of niuph hiprher pretensions. 
We have briefly to review \\]\'Ai lias In vn ucconij^lisliod in Uio past 
season, both at home and abroad, to notice any new acct-.-^^ioniJ to 
the literature ol our game, and to con>id« r our pro^i)»-Cts tor the 
ensuing year. We shall not need, ]iowt'\ i r, to give more than a 
very succinct summary of the pa.st, since all ovcnt-^ of any conse- 
quence in the Chess world have been .duly chronicled in our 
moDthly columns. 

The Metropolitan Chess Clubs have been well attended during 
the bygone twelvemonths, and have manifested on several occasions 
their unabated interest in the game. The two matches played 
bj telegraph between the St. James's and Dublin Clubs excited 
much interest, and full particulars vere given at the time in our 
pages. The St. George's and London Clubs continue to prosper, 
while that young and 'energetic society) the Blackheatb Club, is 
unusually alert in the cause of Chess. In the provinces a tone of 
healthy activity is equally manifest, and, while the older instita- 
tions hold their ground, several new associations have been formed. 
Among these we may mention the Norfolk Chess Club, and the 
Mechanics' Institute Chess Class at Nottingham. Capt. H. A. 
Kennedy has rendered a real service to the cause by the estab- 
lishment of a West of England Association in connexion with the 
cluba of Bristol and Bath, while the West Yorkshire Chess Asso- 
ciiilion held a successful meeting at lira llurd, in the monlh of 
May, under the presidency of Mr. Broughton. A match between 
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Dundee and Glasgow, a tournnmcnt at the Sheffield AthemBttm 
Club, several fiiendlj contosts T>ctweon Bath and Bristol^ and a 
match Ijctween Liverpool and Manchester, may also be noted as 
indications that Chess meets with all due attention throughout 
the kingdom. The prmcipal event of the ^ear, however, was the 
Dublin Congress. We have so latelj given a full account of that 
agreeable meeting that we will not here do more than express our 
approval of the sound judgment and good feeling with whieh it 
was conducted. If It had no other good effect than diffusing a 
knowledge of Chess in Ireland, and promoting a cordial good fel- 
lowship between English and Irish amateurs, it must be held to 
have fully answered the purpose for which it was designed. 

TuAiing to the Continent, we find those excellent players, An- 
derssen and Paulsen, still in the field. The latter visited Berlin 
last winter, and contested a series of games with some of the best 
players of the Prussian capital. Of these he is said to have won 
thirt} nine, drawing six, and losing only three. This was cer- 
tainly a remarkable feat, and he was almost equally successful in a 
brief match mth Herr Neumann, of whom he won five games to 
two. The fine series of games piayi i dm ing the last few months 
between Aiiderysen and Neumann centers an especial value on 
the Ncue BerUner Sch iulueitinn/, and will i^ve it permanent value 
as a repertory of Chess. In America the termination of the great 
civil war renders the prospects of Cliess brighter than they have 
been for some years past, and we are glad to hear that Mr, Morphy 
seems disposed to re-enter Chess circles, and give fresh proo& of 
his unrivalle 1 talent. Should he revisit Europe he will be warmly 
greeted hy Chess players of every nation and all degrees of skill. 
A match is also in course of arrangement between the well-known 
English amateur, Mr. Mackenzie, and Mr. Ferrin of New York. 
In Australia dubs have been started with success at Melbourne 
and Sydney. 

No very remarkable accession to Chess literature has signalized 
the past year, always excepting the valuable work of Suhle and 
Neumann, Die Neueste Thetnie und Pi^axis dea SchachapieU^ which 
has been elaborately reviewed in our pages. We take this oppor* 
tunity, however, to notice a book, published in tke previous year, 
which we omitted inadvertently in our review of 1864. It is 
entitled, Bihliographie Anecdotique du Jeu des Echecs, Par Jean 
Gay. Paris : ch«£ I'editeur, Quai des Augustms, 41. The 
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author gives us in alphabetical order a list of the chief writerB on 
the royal ^ame, ancient and modern, with a brief notice of their 
works. From Cesolis and Caxton to Br. Duncan Forbes and 
Heydebrandt der Laza, most of the names connected with ihe bib- 
liography of Chess majr be found in this compendium, idthough its 
limits do not allow more than a short notice to any individual. 
The writer is evidently honest and impartial as well as industrious, 
and his hook must liave cost liim maay long hours of patient research 
aiuong the dusty luanuscripts of the Royal Library at Paris aiul 
the venerahle folios of tlie British JMiiseum. Le Palamede Francais 
is still continued, and a new Frencli niagiizine, Le Sjthinx, has ap- 
peared on tlie scene, edited by M. Jonrnoud. Of the unfortunate 
decision of the problem tournament connected with Le Pahumde^ 
we will merely say tiiat we have full contidencc in the equity of the 
French character, and we continue to hope that the erroneous 
award of the conunittee will yet be reversed. 

Germany, like France and England, is blessed with two 
monthly Chess periodicals. Of our valued contemporary, the 
Neue Berliner Schachzeitung^ we have already spclcen. Its rival, 
the Berliner Schachzeitungy ie also a solid and well-written maga- 
aine, edited by Dr. Schmidt and Herr Minckwita. The retire- 
ment, however, of so accomplished a Chess author as Herr Max 
Lange irom tilie editorship, a few months since, was undoubtedly a 
serious loss. We are glad to hear that a selection of Anderssen's 
games, played in 1864*65, will shortly appear, edited and anno- 
tated by the indefatigable Herr Neumann. We must here notice 
a new work by that unwearied writer (^Ldtfadm f&r anfdnger %m 
Schachspiel. BerHn, 1865). It is an introduction to Chess for the 
use of beginners, arranged on the sauR- phtn as tho more elaborate 
work of the same auLlior and Dr. Suhlc. Instead of the usual 
method, by which the openings are successively subjected to a 
theoretical analysis, the concrete is here substituted for the 
abstract, and tho openings are taught by means of model games, 
illustrated w ith appropriate notes. This system has certainly the 
advantage of being easier and more attractive to the learner than 
that usually adopted, while in skilful hands it is, perhaps, equally 
instructive. The games here selected as examples are admirably 
well chosen, both as specimens of the various debuts, and for their 
intrinsic merit. The book includes a useful selection of end games. 

The book of the New Tork Clipper Problem Tournay was 
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noticed in oar October nnmber. It contains some fine positions, 
and bears testimonj- to the ability of Americans in tbis branch of 
ihp art. 

The prospects of Chess for the present year are, we think, highly 
encoara^ng« In all probability a meeting of the British Chess 
Association will be held in the coarse of next sammer. No 
meeting of that important body has been held since 1862, and it is 
desirable for the interests of Chess that another year should not be 
saffered to pass away without its being convoked. If its next 
meeting be (as we hope and expect it will) as snccessfal as the 
congress of 1862, there will be little more left for us to desiderate. 
Ill conclusion, we beg to return »ui best thauka to our subscribers 
for the support we have reoei\ £iii,.an(l to assure them that no|)ain8 
will be wanting on our part to render the Chess Player*s Magazine 
worthy of their continued approval. 



THE NEW SCHEME OF TABULAR CHESS 

NOTATION. 

To the Editor of the " Chess Players* Magazine'* 



Dublin, 18th December, 18G5. 

Dear Sir, — Kiii'oriing to your notice in the October, 1865, 
namber of this magazine of my suggested tabular method of 
treating the Chess Openings," I now beg to transmit to yoa 
herewith a specimen — ^the *^ Evans' Gambit Refused" — ^illustra- 
tive of my scheme. 

I must ask your readers not to expect all the variations to be in 
very great detail^ as my plan professes to be but a h'}/, so that, 
when a student finds by it tlie position of any variation, he can 
study it in grtaier detail in otlier works. 

I have called attention in the annexed key to all the principal 
variations (many of which I have given to a pretty considerable 
length) that I.could find in this magazine and the " Chess World 
M^^azine *' from their commencement, in " Staunton's Praxis/' 
'^Wormald's Chess Openings," <*Lowenthal's Book of the 
Congress," "Lowenthal's Morphy's Games," "The Era," and 
Chess periodicals ; and one advantage at least there will be in my 
plan, that many variations of this opening, which liillierto have 
been scatterfr! thrnn^ilioiit various works, papers, and magazines 
(some being ibund in one author which do not appear in another^, 
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are here for the most part collated together, and can he perused at 
a ghince by the student — ^being spread out before him in one mass, 
over which ihis eye can run witliout having to turn over a single 
leaf, and from which mass he will be able almost instantaneously 

to see, hy direct comparison of the variations (fhet/ being aU visible 
at the sanie tiine)^ where they difVer the one from the other. 

I have given in all between thirty and forty variations in pretty 
fair detail (independently of those in the notes), and I venture to 
think there is no aingle English work extant which has so uiany 
variations of this opening collected together. I think that the 
student will, from this tabular plan, not only be able to see the 
position of any particular key move, the turning point of a varia- 
tion, with but little trouble or research, but that the impressions 
left upon his memory will be more lasting than on the old 
methods of treating the openings. 

Marty variations being equnllj'- sound for adoption, but some 
Strong players preferring one variation, and some another, I liave 
here and there given the names ot" well-known players of skill, 
with the variations adopted by them, which will, J think, be of 
interest to students, who often are heard saying, "Oh! I wonder 
what Morphy would play here, or Staunton, or Lowenthal 1" 

In the annexed key the terms first and second player have been 
used in preference to the usual ones of White and Black, as the 
adoption of the latter terms has a tendency to make the learner 
open the game with the White men, thereby often leading him to 
prefer one colour to another, which should not be the case. 

Treatises on the opcnin'jH have now become so nnmcrons, and 
the variations in the openings themselves so multitudinons, and 
treated in such detail by authors, that I think the Chess public 
will agree with me in saying that an abstract or key to all these 
analyses is much required by the majority of Chess players, but 
would be a boon to the young student in particular, who is now 
sorely puzzled in his efforts to master the openings and I think 
the tabular form is the clearest, and, at the same lime, the very 
simplest to adopt in the framing of such a key. 

This very opening (the Evans' Gambit Evaded ") that I have 
selected for an example of my snggcsted tabular system is in itself 
a good instance to show in how great a degree the analysing of the 
openings has increased of late years, for, in '* Staunton's Hand- 
book," this opening is <bsposcd ot in jsix lines ; but, in titc 
"Praxis," subsequently published, it occupies nearly as many 
pages. Take also the ^' Evans' Accepted," and other openings, 
new variations in which are being discovered almost daily, ren- 
dering the number of them so great, that I venture to think a 
tabukir form of them has now become almost absolutely indispen- 
sable to enable the student to gain a knowledge of their forms and 
positions without months of research and study. 
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Feeling that such preHminarj key ia required to enahle the 
student (by his first acquiring a general knowledge of an opening 
with comparatively little difficulty) to unlock the portals of many 
a noble work — English and foreign — on Chess, and to master its 

detailed contents with more ease and celerity than he can at present, 
T have ventured to introduce to the Chess public niy plan, which, 
if carried out with respect to the " openinirs " pjcnerally, would, I 
think, greatly facilitate their study in more detailed works, because 
the student, having liad his way thus cleared for him before, — the 
various bye-paths of departure from the main roads clearly defined 
for him, — started on his tour of investigation with a general 
hunoUdge of the country beforehand, — would go to the study of 
more detailed works forearmed, as it were ; and, doubtless, in 
consequence of such increased facility, the number of Chess 
students would be considerably swelled, a knowledge of ^'openings" 
more widely disseminated, and the populari^ of the game 
greatly increased. 

With respect to the theory of the " Evans' Gand)it Refused,* 
authorities appear not to agree as to which is the most satisfactory 
way of evading the Evans, but, aa there is no very satisfactory 
way of accepting it, why the Evans offer may as well be declined 
as accepted ; for, although the latter in theory ought to win for 
the second player, yet in practice it does not, in the vast majority 
of cases, the forms of attack on the part of the opening player being 
so strong, varied, and numerous, and the defences to them being so 
difficult and non-ap])arent. 

The two forms of refusing the Evans are 4. B. to Q. Kt. third, 
retreating the attacked Bishop to right ^ving, and 4. P. to Q. 
fourth, a counter attack (on the first j)layer*s Bishop also) in the 
centre of the line of battle. For the foi mer move (4. B. to Q. Kt. 
third) see Game I., with its main Tariations, A, B, C, D, E, and 
F, printed in large black type, with their respective subsidiaries 
printed in Roman letter, where commenced by the first player, and 
in italics, where Initiated by the second player. The words t)^and 
then will also, in addition to the difference of type, serve clearly to 
show when the subsidiary variations are caminenced by the first or 
second player — the move at which the word if occurs indicating 
the i)niut of dejiarture, or, in other words, the exact place where 
the suijsidiary V) ranches off I'rom its parent or main variation. 

For the other move of 4. P. to Q. fourth, see Game II. , ^vlth its 
main variations, W, Y, Z, and their subsidiary variations, similarly 
identified as those of Game L 

When in the main variations (largest type) a move is under- 
lined, such move is the key move of that particular variation, 
marking where such main variation differs jfr^t from the main one 
which precedes it. 

The following abbreviations, wherever they occur, stand respcc- 
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tively as follows, viz. : — C. P. Mag., for " Chess Players* IMaga- 
zine C. W. Mag., for " Chess AVorld Magazine;" S. Praxis, or 
Praxis, for " Staunton's Praxis S. H., or IT., for " Staunton's 
ilaiiflbook;" Wormald, or W. C. O., for " Wormald's Chess 
Openings;" L. M. G., for "Lo\vf»nthaVs Morphy's Games^" L. B, 
Cong., for " Lowentlial's l>ook ot the Congress." 

The first way of refusing the Evans — viz., by retreating the 
Bishop (4. B. to Q. Kt. third) — is preferred by Boden and others ; 
but StaantOD and others prefer the oounter moye of 4. P. to Q. 
fourth. 

The best move on the part of the first player, after 4. B. to Q. 

Kt* third, appears to be to contmue the advance of the Q. Kt. P. 
(5. P. to Q. Kt* fifth), according to a number of authorities 
(although not so according to Staunton's Handbook and Praxisj, to 
which tlie second player has three principal answers (after his 
King's Pawn is captured by first player at move 6), viz., 6. Q. to 
K. 13. third, or 6. Kt- to K. R. third, or 6. B. to Q. fifth (see Game 
I., vai'iations C, D, (id E respectively), each of which has its advo- 
cates. On the whole, however, the weight of authority appears to 
be against them all, and to prove that there is no satisfactory 
defence to the first player^s move of 5. P. to Q. Kt* fifth, which 
would consequently tend to show that the first-named form of 
evasion of the Evans' Gambit (4. B. to Q. Kt. third) has no sound 
continuation for the second player. 

"With respect to the second Tuove (4 P. to Q. fourth), very 
definite or conclusive opinioii has, it appears, been authoritatively 
pronounced as to wliethev tliis is a satisfactory way of avoiding the 
Evans, excepting Mr. Wui maid, who says in his work, p. 131, 
that it leads to "a tolerably even game." The principal replies 
for the first player are — 5. K. P. takes P. (var. W^; 5* K, B. 
takes P. (var. T); and 5. B. to Q. Kt* fifth (var. Z); the last 
mentioned appearing to be the one most recommended. 

Altogether the evasion of the Evans (by either cff the forms, 
4. B. to Q. Kt. third, or 4. P. to Q, fourth), if not altogether satis- 
factory, leads, however, to interesting positions, and less liazardous 
ones for the second player than when he accepts the Gambit. 

In my plan I have given in a great many places the opinion of 
authorities upon particular moves, variations, and positions, re- 
ferring the student to the very page6 of the works of sucli authors. 

IVusting, then, that my " Key to the Evans Refused," annexed 
herewith, will enable your readers without much trouble to judge 
for themselves as to what particular moves or lines of play they 
would prefer to adopt, and hoping my sugg^ted plan of treating 
the " openings ''—of which the enclosed is an illustration — ^wOl 
meet with their approval,

It seems to resemble in some respects 
the game known as double or four-handed chess, which we have 
occasionally seen practised at the Strand Divan. We doubt 
whether it will ever become very popular, but we have much 
pleuiiure in givin|^ it a place in our columns. 

BDL£S. 

I. As many ordinary chess-boards and sets of cliess-mcn must 
be provided as half the number of persons who intend to plriy. 

N.B. — A suffici»Mit number of these might be collected lor a 
large party, by Mends lentling to each other for the 
occaciion. 

II. The first thing to be done is to choose a leader for each side. 
Each player writes on a small piece of paper the names of two 
persons, always excepting his own. The two who have the 
greatest number of votes are dected leaders, one on each side. 
They are to play together, according to the rules of ordinary Chess. 

III. Tlie leader who had the greater number of votes is to 
chocS3 from amonj^ the other players one to be "on hie; side," 
Then the lei\dcr on the o[»po^ile side is to elioose an antagooist Uw 
tlic hist-chosen player. Ajid this is to be continued until both sides 
arc selected. 

lY. The leader who had the greater number of votes is entitled 
to the choice of colour for his side, and each player on that side is 
entitled to the first move. 

y. In cases where the loaders have an equal number of votes, 
tbcy are to toss up for those privileges which are otherwise ac- 
quired by a majority. 

VI. The players will then sit down to as many single combats 
as there arc individuals on each side. 

VII. When any binglc combat is liiiished, the leader of the 
winner (after examining the position of his other friends (is entitled 
to take the winner's men (with the exception of the King), and 
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distribute them among bis Menda, according to the best of his 

judgment. 

VTII. But no player, by this means, is to have his forces in- 
creased to more than their original strength. That is to say, he is 
not to have more than one Queen, two Castles, two Bishops, two 
Knights, and eight Pawns. 

IX. The last rule, however, is not to prevent a player's Pawns 
from being promoted according to the rules of ordinary Chess. 

X. When a player's men are re*inforced m the manner men- 
tioned in Bule YIL, the re-inforcements are to be placed as 
follows: — Queen on Queen's square; Gas0e on either Castle's 
square (one nuiy be placed on each, if possible, and without viola- 
tion of Kule VIII.) ; Bishop on either Bishop's square (one maybe 
placed on each, if possible, and without violation of Rule VIII.) ; 
Knight on either Knight's square (one may be placed on each, if 
possible, and without violation of Rule VIII.) ; and Pawns on the 
sqiiares of the Pawns. But when any square here mentioned is 
already occupied, the rc-inforcement (so far as regards each 
piece or pawn which should have been placed on an occupied 
square) cannot take place. 

XI. When any single combat is Bnished, the leader of the winner 
is entitled to substitute him for any other player on his own side^ 
if he wishes to do so* 

Xn. Of course the side which wins the greater number of games 
is the conqueror. Single combats, in which the result is a drawn 
game, or stale-mate, are not counted on either side. When an 
equal niunbor of j2;ames is Avon on each side, the contest is to be 
deeidtd by a sijigle combat between the leaders who were chosen 
at the commencement of the gaaie- 

Xm. On the defeat of a leader, he is to be succeeded in the 
office bj the player on his own side who was chosen immediately 
after hunself. 

XIV. All the laws of ordinary Chess are to be obeyed, except 
in cases (if there be any) in which they are in opposition to these 
Rules. 



BLACKnEATH CiiKss CiJ'n. — At the weekly meeting of this Society 
on the 5th ult., which was very well attended, iMr. Sich and Mr. Low- 
enthalf of the St. James's, were present. A consultation game came off, 
the Freaident and Mr. Si?h consulting together against Mr. Jjowenthal, 
who berides played seveial other games simultaneously. The inter- 
change of such visits between the members of the London, St. James's, 
and IMackhcath clubs is well calculated to promote a friendly feelinj^ 
among chess players, and we arc glad to see that the same custom pre- 
vails to a laige extent among our provincial brethten. 
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A NEW CHESS MATCH. 
A match of great interest is now pending between Herr Steinitz 
and Mr. De Vere^ the former gentleman giving the odds of Pawn 
and move. Two hours are allowed to each player for everj 
twenty-four moTes, and the player first scoring seven games is to 
be the conqueror. The mtiteh has been arranged under the 
auspices of the London Chess Club, for a prize to be presented to 
the winner by that liberal body. Mr. Dc Vere is well known in 
metropolitan chess circles as a player of considerable skill, and it 
will add largely to the deserved reputation of Ilerr Stcinitz j^houhl 
ho be able to render the odds with success. We give below the 
opening games of the match.

At a meeting of the committee, early in January, the match bv 
telegraph with the Dublin Chess Club was definitively fixed for Wed- 
nesdriy. February "2-2. It is gratifying to be able to rept.rt that nfter 
the proposal from the Dublin committee the many arrangements were 
so speedily completed. The wires were introduced into the club rooms 
both in Dublin and London, and the presence of nearly all the leading 
Chess notabilities, in addition to other visitors, was the highest testi- 
mony of the success of the evening. The rapidity with w bicli the moves 
were conveyed to and fro was a source of much astonishment to many 
who witnessed the telegraphic operations for the tirst time. In cases 
where the move was made without delay the reply was frequently re- 
ceived from Dublin in two minutes from the time the move was made 
in London, and vice versa. The tunnhor of moves made during the 
evening was conseijueatly the s>ame number of messages were sent 
along the wires, exclusive of those necessary for intimations and 
explanations. 

In April, at a committee meeting, the chairman, Mr. AVard, urged 
the desirability of making arrangements to excite the general interest 
amonjg the members of the club in behalf of the then lorthcommg 
Dublm Chess Congress, and it was then unanimously resolved that, 
ai)art from a subscription ftom the funds of the club, that the secretary 
t^liould be authorised to communicate with the memhers for their 
individual co-operation, the result of which was that a handsome sub- 
scription was duly forwarded to the Dubhu club. 

In July the club toumay, which was commenced in the previous 
3*ear, was brought to a conclusion, tlie first and second prizes &lling 
respcrtivcly to Mr. II. C. Stewart and Mr. \\', .Mort shy Chinnery. 

" During Sejitendicr Mr. U'honms Long, of Dublin, opened a corre- 
spondence with the t^ecretary, in w inch he stiited tiie desire ol' the Dublin 
players to manage, if possil le, a return telegraphic match dnrmg their 
congress in October M-ith the St. .James's Chess Clul) ; and in order to 
remove any difiiculty which otherwise might exist, hnd himself efFected 
the whole ot the details. With so liberal and generous an oiler, the 
committee at once instructed the hon. sccretiiry to couiply with Mr. 
Tung's wishes, believing that as tlie fonn«:r match \m\ been produc- 
tive of so much pleasure, an equal interest would be found for its 
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successor. The success of the match was decidedly in &TOur of the St. 
James's Club. At the same time they wish it to be recorded that the 
telegraphic games have been a source of much enjoyment, and have 
largely contnbuted to the pleasures of the club meeting 

**At the last committee meeting the final condiaons were agreed 
upon in reference to tlie i^re-^cTit Imndicap tournay- 

" In conclusion, tlie cumiuiltec are f^latl that the St. James's Chesa 
Club still continues to receive the vibits of the leading players of the 
three metropolitan chess dubs, namely, the St. George's, the London, 
and the Bladcheath, and among the list of their many visitors they have 
been pleased to see those of Messrs. Steinitz and McinertshaLren, of 
Germany : also Messrs. Medley (of the London), McDonnell, De Vere, 
G, ^Va^ker, Eodcn, Blackburn, Bird, AI. de Riviere (the French 
champion), Dr. Kebble (of Brighton), Mr. Peter Jones, Hon. Sec. 
Dublin Club, &c." 

The Chairman (Mr. W. G. Ward) moved the adoption of the report; 
.^Ir. H. T. Xoung seconded, and it was carried unanimously. 

The following resolutions were then passed : — ** That the report and 
the balance sheet be distributed to the members of the club, and to the 
leading? daily and weekly metropolitan papers." That Mr. U. ^fann 
be elected a niembcr of the coiuinittec." 'I'liut the lion. Secretary be 
authorised to arraiige consultation and alternation games lor the ensuing 
aeason." That the honorary officers and committee of the club be 
rr^-elected." 

A. vote of tbank9<to the chairman concluded the proceedings. 



THE BKITTSII CHESS ASSOCIATION. 

It is with much regret that we return to a question that we hoped had 
been definitively settled by the straigluforward letter of Mr. ^ledley, 
which we so recently published. As, however, our opponents still per- 
sist in their misstatements, we arc compelled briefly to revert to them. 

In their letters to our contemporary, Illustrated London 

News., ^Messrs. Staunton and Wormald virtually contradict Mr. 
Medley's statement — ^via., that at the hst general meeting of 
the I*ri^i^ll Chcp? A?soci;iti(>u (hcid on July 17tli 1862) a reso- 
lution was put Irom the chair, and carried unanimously, that th^ 
managing, committee continue their labours until the next general 
meeting. We have, however, been informed by several gentle- 
men, members of the Association, who were present on the occasion, 
that they are able to confirm in the strongest manner the entire accuracy 
of Mr. Medley's stat( nicnt. It is further corroborated by tlie memoir 
of the British Chess Association, prefixed to the ''Book of the Con- 
gress of 1862," from which we take the following extract (p. Ixxiii) : — . 
** The Kev. G. A. McDonnell, in the absence ol the ITev. J. Owen, to 
whom the resolution had been ontrustc'd, and who had been obliged to 
leave, moved that the managing cumniittee continue their labours initil 
the next general meeting, lie paid a tribute to the exertions ol tiiat 
body, and thanked the members tor the eflicient way in which the 
arrangements had been carried out. Mr. Deacon seconded the motion, 
which was carried unanimously. " 

The above statement, having been drawn up from the minutes oi' the 
meeting taken at the time, is the best possible authority as to what 
really took place. 

Apart from this misrepresentation (which, however, we could not 
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suffer to pass without correction) the writers in our contemporary 
describe the association as bein^ virttoUj defunct. Xo charge can be 
more unfounded. Several mectmgs of the numaging committee have 
been held during the last two years, and in all likelihood Mffsoeni. 
meeting of the Association ^rill be convened during the summer or 
autumn of 1860. it is true that no general meeting has been heid since 
1862, bat it must be remembered that unusual e:^erUons were made to 
render this assemblage of chessplayers entirely anooessful, an4 to 
signalise it by adequate rc:?ults. Those efforts wore amply rewarded. 
Tarty spirit seemed for the first time among chessplayers to be com- 
pletely forgotten ; the proceedings were characterised by a general 
unanimity of feeling; a most valuable collection of games and problems 
was formed; and the meeting was allowed on all sides to be the most 
agreeable and slTccc^^^ul ever held in Kngbnd. But the labour and 
expense which it entailed cannot be exacted . very year. Some interval 
of repose was needed, and if an equally satislactory result attend a 
confess to be convened for 1866, leir amateurs, we think, will be 
inclmed to condemn the oi^cers of die Assodatioo for not ha^g sooner 
summoned a general meeting. 



CHESS ASSOCIATION AT REDCAR.

Nothing can be more desirable uian that the meeting proposed should 
be entirely succes^bl* We doubt, however, whether the committee 
are well-advised in wisliing to give their provincial assembly a national 
character. A gcnei.il meeting of the liritish Chess A-sociation will 
probably be held duruig next summer, and it is hardly possible to con- 
vene the chess public twice in one year without failure. As a provincial 
gathering the Redcar Association \vouId be almost certain of success, 
and might become a worthy co-iival of the ^Vest Xorkshire Chess As- 
sociation.

CHESS IN INDIA. 

LETTER II. 

TO THB BDnOR OF TUB "CBBSS PLATEB*8 KAOAZIMB.** 

Sm, — As India is now j^cnerally held to have the best 
claim to be considered the biniipiace of Chess, a brief account of 
the particulars in which the Hindoo game, as played at the present 
day, differs firom our own, may not be without interest. I must 
premise, however, that considerable^diversities of practice appear 
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to exist in various parts of Hindostan. The following rules aw 
those which I found in force among the players of the Dcccau :— 

1. The King is always placed on the right of the Queen. 
Hence, of course, the ICing of one player is always stationed 
opposite to the Queen of the other. 

2. The board is placed with a white or black square to the 
right hiind indifferently. 

3. The two ToyA Pawns und the Rooks* Pawns may advance 
two squares on their first move, provided the pieces in front of 
which they are respectively stationed have not beai moved. But 
if any of the said peces has moved, the Pawn in front of it may 
only advance one square. The four remaining Pawns may only 
advance one square on tlieir Brst move. 

4. Taking Pawn with Pawn en passant is altogether unknown. 
6. Cfastling is not allowed. Once in the game, however, the 

King has the privilege of moving like a Kuight, provided he has 
not been checked. 

6. When a Pawn arrives at its eijyhth square it can only be 
exchanged for the piece on whose file it has been marching, or a 
piece of the same denomination. Thus, a Bishop's Pawn b^mes 
a Bishop, a Knight's Pawn becomes a Knight, But if a 
Bishop's Pawn, for example, becomes transferred to the Knight's 
file, and reaches the eighth square, it then becomes a Knight, and 
vice versa. This rule cannot, of course, apply to the King's Pawn, 
which on reaching the eighth square may be exchanged for any 

• piece which tlic pUiyer chooses to demand. 

7. If, at the end of the game, cither phxyer id icll with only one 
piece, with or without Pawns, the n;arae is drawn ; or if only 
Pawns are leil the game is drawn. This rule, however, admits of 
various modifications. In some cases, if one piece only is left, it 
becomes endowed with new powers, and renders it difficult for the 
adversary to escape. But this, I presume, is rather a mode of 
giving odds than a distinct variety of the game. 

8. At the commencement of the game White makes four moves 
first, of course without crossing his own half of the board. 
Black, then, under the same limitation, makes four moves in his 
turn. After that they move alternately, as in tlie P^uropeau 
game. Tt may he remarked that Mr. Lewis found tlic same 
custom (wiiicU is probably very ancient) still in force among the 
villagers of Stroobeck. 

The above are the rules commonly followed in the Bombay Presi- 
dency, so far as I was able to ascertain them. I most observe, 
however, that some of the native players, through their intercourse 
witli Kuropeans, have introduced the practice of castling. Hence 
I have seen them practice castling in a great variety of strange 
iashions, and I once observed a player move his King to Bishop's 
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second square, then leap the Rook to King's square over the heads 
ot iiisihop ami Knight, and finally place his King in the comer, 
all these evolutions being considered as one move. Most Hindoos^ 
however, seem to maintain the andent lairs of the game, to which 
castling is unknown. 

In the North-west Provinces, where Chess exists more nearly 
in its priiniti\ (! form than in the Deccan, none of the Pawns 
are ullowed to advance more than one square for their fii st move. 
1 believe that 1 also observed some other points of dilference, but 
my memory m ill not now serve me with the particulars. 

The pieces coinnionlv used in India are of a very rude and 
ancient type, res^einbimg nitiicr draughts than chessmen. The 
King and Queen are not much kurger than the Pawns, and it is 
hard to distinguish one piece from another. The Book is termed 
the Camel, the Knight is' the Horse, and the Bishop is the 
Elephant. The Queen is called the Wuzeer — t. e., Vizier, or 
Prime Minister, while the Pawn is the Peon, or Foot Soldier. 

One very singular variety of the game should be mentioned as 
still extant in \Vcstcrn India. In this mode of play, no piece can 
be taken as long as it is supported by any other piece, but in 
other respects the rules are similar to those of ordinary Chess. 
This description of game forms a connecting link between Chess 
and draughts, to which last it hears in principle a strong reaem- 
hiance.

dSM» since declining the Gambit by tionply retreaUng Bishop to Q. Kr. third will 
rarely he countenanced by those who wish to elicit inleresUng positions to play." 

In justice to Mr. Long we ought to say that he had origiDallj 
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selected the All;i:aicr Gambit as a specimen of his plan. Finding 
that, however, too lengthy for our pages, he chose the Evans's 
Giiiiibit Decliacd as an opening sufficiently distinct in itself, and 
admitting of compression into a more Jiioilerute compass.

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THEORY AND PRACTICE. 

Whether the unknown bnt immortal composer of the Indian problem 
acquired his early knowledge of the game from a handbook of the 
period, or wfaether he had nothing to enlighten him as ta the theory of 
Chess but the onl eommnnications of other learned pundits, it may 
perhaps be bootless to inquire ; hut hoir far the immensely voluminous 
and carefully elaborated treatises of more modem Chessplayers have 
influenced the progress of the noble game may be a question not un- 
worthy of consideration at the present moment. The end of the 
fifteenth and the commencement of the sixteenth century witnessed 
the earliest attempts of the Western nations to construct a literature 
devoted exclusively to Chess. Yicensa, Lucena, and Damiano in their 
treatises, however, attempted little beyond giving certain interesting 
positions, aceompamed by a few outHnes, or mere skeletons of openings. 
To Buy Lopez the honour is due of being the first author who attempted 
to introduce philosophy into Chess, and deduce from certain given 
moves in the early part of the game certain inevitable conclusions, but, 
in spite of the value of his well-known contribution^^ to the science of 
the game, he can hardly be said to Iiave founded a school, nor did bis 
mantle fall upon shoulders capable of wearing the magniiicent garment 
with proper dignity. 

It was in 1572 that the first great Chess match on record took place, in 
the presence of Philip the Second Kncompa^sed by the atmosphere of 
piinctilioi!^ L"tir|uette wliicli so eminently characterised the Spanish Court, 
his son! ( iichained by vast prf)jccts for tlie restoration of the snpremacy of 
the Ko man Catholic Church, the shrieks of the victims ot the lat ih vc of 
St. Bartholomew yet rm^^n^ in his ears, the ruler of Spain and the 
Indies yet found time and attention to preside at the p:rcat trial of skill 
between Ruy Lopez and "II I'nitlno," an Italian player of at lea-^t 
equal prowess over the board, although Ins pen has lelt no record of his 

5 
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solitary studies. Not till the year 1625 do we hear any more of Che^ 
matebes. In that year the celebrated Greco, with whose sparkling 
and beautiful gunes all Chessplayers are or should be faoiiliar, dis- 
tingoished himself greatly in Paris, playing several matches and winmng 
the round lum of five hundred scudi, a sum which — ^to the shame of 
the Chess world he it said — it would be extremely difficult for any 
{ilayer, however talented, to amass during one season in the present 
day. 

About the middle oi the next century we find the theory of the game 
once more seriously taken in band by Eroole del Bio and the other 
great masters of the Italian School in the south, and in France by 
PhOidor, the great representative of the north. The different, and, 
indeed, m many respects utterly opposite systems advocated by these 
great authorities, caused rapid strides to be made towards evolving « more 
complete theory of the game than had yet been dreamt of. 

The attempt of Philidor, relying on bis favourite theory of centre 
P{iwn<^, to supersede the established Italian defence to the attack of the 
King's Knii^lit, lias occasioned a controversy lasting even unto this di^, 
when in the opinion of many of our best players the question still 
remains undecided. There is nothing like controversy for introdudng 
vigour into any subject, and of all others Chess has the most to gain by 
the ditferences of its doctors. Not only is public attention drawn to the 
matter, but dormant energies are nrouscc^ ; those who have let their 
knowledge of the game become rusty tor want of use and all the army 
of pococuranti have some symptoms of life infused into them. Better 
still, the rival systems can be brought into actiml collision, arid the 
rival professors matched together, to tlie great and incalculable advance- 
ment of Chess science. In Chess, as in most other things, theory is 
silvern, but practice is golden. 

Without for one moment attempting to depreciate the labours of the 
patient and skilful analysts, whose painfully elaborated works almost 
persuade the tyro that if he can only master them he will be difficult to 
beat, who will attempt to compare the progress effected by all previous 
analj'sts with tliat cd'tctiid by the great matches between La Bourdon- 
uais and Macdonnell ? These great masters brouglit the disputed moves 
and the vexed questions to issue in their wonderful series of matches, 
and over the board itself stamped their genius upon openings and 
variations now treasured as clasaieal. i 

'I1ie immense success of the tournaments of 1851 and 1862, in bring- 
ing together the brightest luminaries of the Chess universe, has won for 
their projectors the gratitude of every man who owes to the abiorbin|^ 
influence of Caissa an hour*s release from the ordinary everyday soul- 
wearing cares of life. But one solitary objection could be urged against

these two grand gatherings. They wwe too far ap«rt Like every 
other sport under the son, Chess is very subject to severe attack*? of 
languor, and is especially apt to die of inanition unles<) the game be kept 
alive. The British Chess Association is, therefore, most anxious to 
carry out the scheme of a Chess Congress. It ha^ been snp^^c-tcd that 
every alternate year a great Chess meetinfr be held in London, aiul that 
a variety of ])rizes sliould he presented as revrards of proficiency La the 
various departments of Chess. 

The addition of challenge cups, to be held till "our next merry 
meeting," has also been hinted at ; and we need =5carcely add that no 
portion of the scheme enlists our sympathies more heartily than this. 
A grand challenf]je cup, inve<»ting its holder with the same distinction 
in the realms of Chess that the diamond scuMa confer in the rowing 
world, would afford indeed a glorious stimulus to every aspirant for 
honours in the chequered field. This wonhl l)e, indeed, a glorious prize 
for the £^ra(]ii;i!ly improving player to strive for, something to cheer hh 
spirits aiiil lighten hi« heart while ascending each successive step of the 
Chess-ladder, while wrestling his way from the odds of Rook to 
Knight, and even while wandering in the desert of the Pawn and two J 
At present there is no such incentive to exertion, and emy Chessplayer 
who loves the game should do his best to forward so admirable a pro- 
ject. Bnt ft must not be forgotten that London alone is unequal to this 
effort, and, while doing her best, eannot dispense with the aid of the 
proyinces, who send her the players she delights to honour. Nothing 
but a spirited effort on the part of the whole country will snffiee to bring 
about so great a result as a biennial Congress, and to such an effort we 
trust that Chess players will not be Ibnnd unequal.

BRITISH CHESS ASSOCIATION. 
At a meeting of the Committee of Management, held at the 
St. Gcorp^o*s Chess Club, on Saturday, January 27th, the scheme 
for placing the Assoclatiuu on a more j)erniancnt basis was fully 
discuBBed, and alter careful deliberation the report, whicii we 
proceed to publish, was approN ed by the Committee, au(i it was 
then decided to lay it before a General Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. There were present at the meeting of the Committcie 
Lord Cremome (in the chairj. Lord Walden, Mr. Strode, Mr. 
H. Waite, Mr. Mongredien, Captain H. A. Kennedy, Mr. Hamp- 
ton, Mr, Medley, and Mr. LowenthaL 

Mepoi t uf tht Managing Co/nmittet Oj be iakl before a General Jlteling 
to be held at the St. George's Chess Club, 20, King Street, St, 
J<mes*s<, London^ on Tuesdafh March Gth, 1866, at eight p.m. 
TO THE MEMBERS OF TllK mUTISIf cmm ASSOCIATION. 
In accordance with resolutions passed at general meetings held 
in Bristol and in London, the Managing Committee have consulted 
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OS to the stops to be taken to place the Association on a permanent 

basis. 

I5ut, before entering iiilo tlie •letail ol' tlic propasitioiirf wiiich 
limy arc prepared to make, they deem it iisct'ul to touch lightlj on 
a few points connected with its fonoation and history. It vrill be 
recollected that the Yorkshire Chess Association originally spi-ang 
from a local gathering held a quarter of a century ago. Fourteen 
years after its first uu'cting in Leedrfit expanded into the Northorn • 
and Midland Counties Ansociation, which, subsequently dropping 
its local prefix, and holding meetings in places outside tlicse liuiits, 
styled iUjelf the British Che'^B A:;sociatinn, jiihI now counts among 
its members players t'roin all parts of the kingil(»ii). The object of 
the promoters of the early nuM'tin*!?* was to enable the iiu/inbers of 
the Yorkshire club^j to enjoy a day'd play, but as time roiled on, 
and the cultiTation of the game extended, increasing interest was 
excited, and so short a period was found insniliclent for play and 
far the discussion of matters connected with the laws and other 
important points. The meetings, therefore, 8oon began to occupy 
several days, and in 1 8G2, the year of the London Congress, the 
proceedings absorbed several months. Until tbeii tlio gatherings 
had all bee!T held in the pro\ inces, and so loJig us the proceedings 
were cwilined to one day, their orgnni'^aiioii involved but little 
exertion on the part of the local coniaiit iees, but, as the bur^inesia 
iiicrcaacd in umoanL and import{ince, there was u corresponding 
increaaar in the labour, and it has of late become a matter of great 
difficulty to put the machinery in motion. It was with the view 
of obviating this difficulty that the managing committee of 1862 
have been retained in office. 

With the foregoing preliminary remarks the Committee proceed 
to give a sketch of their plan. 

In the various discussions which have taken place all parties 
have recognised the necessity of establishing head quarters, and of 
constituting a permanent and efficient staff; they tberetbre 

propose — 

First. That Loiuiou be llie head-qtiarters of tlie tr^'^ociatiou. 
Second. That the stafi'be constituted as follows: — 
A Tresident, and six or more Vice-l*residents, who shall hold 
office permanently. A Treasurer, an Honorary Secretary, a Ma- 
nager, and an Auditor ; to hold their oliices for two years, but to 
be re-eligible. A General Committee, to consist of not less than 
thirty, nor more than fifty members, one-third to go out of otlii e 
in rotation every two years, but to be re-eligibl A Managing 
Committee, to consist of the President, Vice-Presidents, the 
Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary, tlfc Manager, and t^n other 
meinliers chosen from t!i<' (xiiu'ral Connnitlec; four to lorm 
quorum, and the Chairman to have the casting vote. 
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I»i Hildition to these officers, all oi whom shall be ciectnd by 
Keiicial meetings, the coinniittee propose that all secreiaiies of 
provincial cJubs who may be willing to act in the capacity be con- 
stituted local secretaries to the association. 

Passing on to the plan of action which in their opinion should 
be followed, thej recommend'-^ 

First. That a Meeting or Congress be held every alternate year 
in Ix>ndon, during which various contests shall take place, prizes 
being given to successful competitors in tournaments, problem 
touVnays, and to authors of discoveries in openings and end 
piinios, and of meritorious additions to chess literature. With 
regard to the tbrm in which the prizes sliould be given, the com- 
mittee recommend that they sljould not always be in money, but 
shouhi sometimes take other shapes, especially that of challenge 
or presentation cups, which, judging from the interest which their 
introduction into other pursuits has excited, would contribute 
greatly to promote emulation, and to extend the scientific cultiva- 
lion of the ^^ame. 

Second. That in those years in which no congress is held in 
London the managing committee be empowered to assist, by funds 
for prizes or otherwise, tuiy provincial meetings with which they 
may deem it desirable lo >-(.perate. 

Third. That a " Bouk oi rrnnsactions " be issued to ilie meiu- 
bers on such terms and at such interviilt* of Lime as may appear 
advisable, and that an alphabetical list of the names and addresses 
of elnbs and players be opened and kept up, with a view, when 
sufficiently complete, to be published as a Chess Directory." 

To raise funds for these purposes the committee recommend- 
First That each member shall pay to the general fund an annual 
minimum snbsrnption of five shillings. Second. That the 
troR«urer be eni]>owered to receive any additional voluntary sub- 
scriptions to the said fund. Third. That members shall be at 
liberty to contribute special sub8cn])iioii.s towards any of the 
objects mentioned in the precediiig paragiapii, all sums thus sub- 
scribed to be applied in accordance with the wishes of the donors. 

Such, brietiy stated, is the plan which the committee recom- 
mend for adoption. If carried out, the association, without sup- 
planting or competing with Chess dubs, will be a representative of 
them all, and be an organisation ready when occasion arises ittt 
the general body of players to act in common. But if, as it is 
hoped, it is to form one of our permanent institutions, itmu8t be 
I'emembered ihnt this position will involve duties and responsibi- 
lities. Its members must not be content uith merely watcliinir 
with complacency the strnjjgles of couteuding players, and of 
rewarding the victors, as if there were nolhiiig of loftier aim con- 
nected with Chess. Bearing in mind that for the most part social 
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improvement works from the higher to the lower classes, and that 
Chess has something of a relining and elevating power, tiiey 
should endeavour to carry it into regions whieh it has not hitherto 
penetrated — into the working man's club, into the barrack, and 
into the man-of-war. The association would then occupy higher 
ground than has yet been taken, and thus, it is to be hoped, con- 
tribute something, if but a little, to our advancing civilisation.

Much disappointment was felt by the 
Shethekl players at not liavin*^ been afffirded the chance of retrieving 
their defeat of ia^it year, and there waa a \ cry geucral expression of 
regret that chess at the Hudderefield Club had fallen to so low an 
ebb.** Dr. J. C. Hall tendered to the members present a set of 
Rtuunton chess men to be played for in a handicap tournament ; his 
otl'er was thankfully accepted, i'he following gentlemen were appointed 
officers — viz. : G. S. Taylor, Esq., president ; J. (ireenuig, Esq., vice- 
president ; Mr. J. J. Champion, secretary (elected in place of Mr, 6. 
B. Cocking, who bad held the post for twelve years, and whose resigna- 
tion was accepted amid manifestations of great regret) ; ^lessrs. 
Cockayne, Latham, ?^Iort, and Kowbotham as members of the counciL 
— iyhejjidd and liothtrham IndipendeiU^ Feb. 1, 1866. 

Match bbtween Messrs. Andbbssbn akd Stbinitz. — We are 
enabled to state that Professor Anderssen has accepted the challenge of 

Mr. Steinitz to play a match at Chess in the course of next summer. 
The details will be arranged in due course, and we shall not fail to 
acquaint our readers with them.

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"BLACKWOOD" ON CHESS, 

Chess labours under a greater disadvantage than any other 

pastime — the disadvantage of not bciiij, ^jjenerally understood. 
Even that brilliant creature, the novelist of modern dajs, who 
is supposed to comprehend all things froin 1 divinity to the Derby, 
seems incapable of grasping the mystery ot the chequered tield. 
Worse still) when the novelist philosophises, and delivers himseli 
of his opinions on that greart. and comprehensiye subject, Things 
in General," his incisive wit and keen powers of observation 
avail him but little when levelled against the Game of Games. 

The brilliant essayist of BUtchoooeTs Magazine^ who once re- 
yelled in what may most fitly be designated the rolHcking ** 
school of fiction — who told a good story, and told it well ; whose 
hero comes down to morning parade with the soot of last night's 
Othello still adhering to his niuiily countenance ; whose bright 
exam})lar's brightest deeds consist in riding wild Irish steeple- 
chasers over impossible stone walls or equally impracticable 
water jumps — has lately taken it into his head to make a horse, 
foot, and artiUery attack on Chess and Chess players. 

With an amount of modesty marvellously rare — and therefore 
most highly to be commended in an Irishman — the essayist admits 
that he does not even seek to make converts," and in almost 
the next sentence concedes that the false idols " he bowli 
over " are yery likely to be set up :igain. All this is very kind 
and good humoured of the essayist, but it docs not say much 
for his bowling. After denouncing, as merely potisessing a

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*<mock air of inteUectuality," all players of games, lie proceeds 

to make a most wonderful exception. 

AVc are informed, to our utt4?r amazement, that " Whist is 
a s])eciaitj, and it would be as impossible for a first-rate whistcr 
not to be a nmn of more than average ability, as for a first- 
rate swimmer not to be endowed with strength and symmetry. 

Next to wliist comes picquet, but after a long interval. As for 
Cbessy I hold skill in it very cheaply. Much has been said of the 
superiority Chess possesses in the absence of all element of chance. 
It is a trial of skill on such perfectly equal grounds. No 
question ol' luck, no disturbing incident of fortune interferes. 

"Now, it is exactly in thid very posiLiveiieas i declare Chess to 
be inferior to whist. It is the ' possible,' the unknown some- 
thing of whist that imparts the highest interest to the game, and 
exercises the roost subtle powers of the player.** 

Yerily this is a new doctrine. Henceforth bid adieu ye abject 
exact sciences to the proud position ye hold in the minds of men. 
It is the lucky gucsser, the man who succeeds by a fluke," who 
should be honoured in his generation. The clear and accurate 
roasoner, he who deduces certain positive results from certain 
given factr^, sliall lienceforth hide his diminished head. 

The " unknown something," the " possible," may be an attrac- 
tion from a sensational and gambling point of view, but can 
scarcely be considered as a desirable addition to an intellectual 
pastime. Moreover, our experience of whist teaches us that its 
votaries cling quite as closely to tradition as Chess players, and 
that the troublesome addition of a partner prevents any of those 
brilliant outbreaks of originality which so frequently illumine the 
world of ('hess. Again — *' There are dealers who have all 
their w ares in the shop-windows ; such are the players of 
games, ^^''hatever they possess of readiness, memory, or address, 
is at baud, and they display their gifts to the world with all the 
alacrity and all the insistance of the pedlar. Test any of these 
people, however, by the rude stern proof of success in some career, 
and what a sorry figure they cut 1 

**Who ever met & great Clicks player great in any other 
relationship ill iilef They are as insignificant as the pianists, if 
there be anything can vie with these creatures of chords and 
pedals. Your Chess player is rarely a conversationalist ; he is either 
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morosely silent nnd repelling, or he is of a muUsU obstinacy of 
temperament^ self-opinionated, and reliant on the miserable pre- 
eminence his skill in his game has bestowed upon him." 

It is really wonderful what conclusions the most highly-culti- 
vated moil can arrive at wheu dealing with subjects of which 
they know nothing ! 

Innumerable great men have played Chess frora Tamerlane to 
Napoleon. .The conqueroi-s and rulers of the eartn have reveUed 
in the mimic war. Franklin, the old man of Femey, and Jean 
Jacques Rousseau have shown the attraction Chess possesses for 

minds of the highest order. 

But a very short time has elapsed since the world of lettf^rs and 
the world of Chess wept tJie loss of one subtle brain, merciless in 
logic, indefatigable in application, calm, studious, patient, and bold 
—Henry Buckle. Who wrote the ffandbueh f The acknowledged 
Chess king of Europe, Heydebrand vou der Lasa, the Pn]S8i.in 
ambassador at the Court of Denmark. Who beat the best playen 
of Europe at the two great tournaments held in London but 
Andersscn, rrolessor of Mathcuiiiticri at the University of Brrslau. 

It is not diiiicult to comi)rchend why those men who have iilled 
a large space in the world's history have almost invariably played 
Chess indiflerently. It is not that the game is in itself dull, 
plodding, and humdrum, but that, from the very variety and 
beauty of its combinations, it requires more time and more single* 
nesB of thought than great soldiers can afford to bestow upon it. 

If Napoleon T. had been occupied in mastei in-i the difficulties of 
Chess he would not have bad time to conquer Kuroj)e, nor could 
Frederick the Great have seized Silesia by the help of the Muzio 
Gambit. All this does not in anywise invalidate the claim of Chess 
to be considered the queen of all games. 

The essayist, to the contrary notwithstanding, it is the very 
cliiiiinntion of what he is pleased to de.-^ii^iiate the ** grand element 
of chance," which constitntrrt ihe tireat attraction of Chess for 
many minds of the highest order. But it is not enough to de- 
nounce the game; its wretched and deluded followers are also held 
up to derision. They are either " morosely silent and repelling ** 
or mullshly obetinate.^' The essaybt has been truly unfortunate 
in not meeting any of the many good Chess players who are not 
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only men of far more than average intellectual attainments, bat 
right cheerful and joyous companions. 

But all his ill-humour is easily explained. He cannot play. He 
has tried to learn ; and has found himself stopped, like anofker 
&mous person, by the elements. He has found himself heaten 
hollow by persons immeasurably his inferiors in wit, imagination, 
and conversational brilliancy, and pours forth his vial of wraA 
upon them accordingly, entirely omitting to do justice to the 
positive niatliomatical order of mind necessary to make a good 
Chess player. 

This Is grossly unfair, and it is too much to expect Chess players 
to listen tamely to a scolding from a clever and amusing novelisl, 
who is angry with Chess because be has ncTer been able to get 
oyer the odds of the Rook. 



CHESS IN INDIA. 

LETTER in. 

TO THE BDROR Of TBS ** CUttM PLATBR*8 MAOAZIMK." 

Sir, — I remarked in a former letter, which you did me the | 
honour to publish in your periodical, that I was not fortunate 
enough, during a residence of some years in India, to meet with 
more than two Chessplayers of first-rate ability. Of the BarelUy 
champion, Lek liaj, I have already given a brief notice ; permit 
me to follow it with a short account of Hurri Kamchunder, the 
best player of Poona. 

Hurri Ramchunder is employed at a small salary under Go- 
Tcrnment us teacher in a school. Though a Brahmin by caste, be 
is almost wholly ignorant of English — a fatal disqualification in 
the present day lor rising in the world to any native servant of 
Government. lie has, nevertheless, a very high reputation as a 
mathematicimk, and I have heard him rated by an excellent judge ^ 
as one of the best astronomers in the Bombay Preudency. That 
a close relation of some sort exists between mathematics and Ck^as 
is indeed well known, and probably no player erer contested % ' 
game with a Cambridge wrangler without being convinced. th«& 
his opponent was at least possessed of great natural aptdtmte 
for Chess. 

For some time past Hurri Ramchunder, now about forty-five 
years of age, has been generally esteemed the most skilful Oliess- 
player of Western India. This distinction he owes in some degree 
to his having defeated a famous player of Baroda ; but iii3 e^iLi^^ 
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lence in the game he himself ascribes mainly to his teacher, a 
venerable Bxahmin of Poonah, recently deceased at an ad- 
vanced age. 

I had the pleasure ot" contorting a long series of games with 
Hurri Ramchunder, botli at oddA and upon ev^n terms. When 
giving me the heavy odds of i*awii and two moves he made about 
even games. Giving nie Tawn and move, he won about four to 
one, and be gained (as might be expected) a stIU larger majority 
upon even tenns. I cannot better conclude this letter than by 
subjoining the following specimens of his skill >

HUDDEKbFlELD CUESS ClUB, 

March 6th, 

TO THE EDITOR OF ** THE CHESS FLAYEK'S MAOAZINE." 

Dear Sir, — It is with some reluctance that I trespass on your 
Tftlttable space, but as the statement put forward in your hist 
number bj the Sheffield Atheneum Chess Club respecting the 
Huddersfleid Club is not altogether correct, perhaps you will 
allow mo briefly to lay tlie facts of the case bufore your readers. 

In the winter of 1864 the lliiddersfield Chess Club recei?ed a 
challenge from the Shetiield Club to contest a friendly home-and- 
home match. The distance Ix twoou the two town?? — some thirty 
miles — and the conc-^pondiiiL'^ * xprnse, in addition to the inability 
of tlie Slietfiold Club to play the match on a Saturday, wliicli day 
is lu this neighbourhood a half-holiday, were all felt to be serious 
obstacles in the way, but we waived them all, played the match, 
and won by a large majority. 

Some few months ago we received another challenge to play a 
return match on similar conditions to the former. We repUed 
that we should be very glad to play them again, with some modifi* 
cation of the terms. In the fir <t match we were enabled to enter 
the field with as many as twelve players. Owing to losses which 
the club had sustained, ami other causes, we wore now unable to 
muster so strongly, but wo offered to play the srane number of 
games as in the previon«« match, by the six best i)layers of each 
club, meetiii*^ at both towns, the total number of games to be 
added together. 

The Shisffield Club^ as they had a perfect right to do, refused to 
accept this mcdification of the terms, and so the match fell to the 
ground ; and I leave it to your readers to decide whether the 
Sheffield Club is justified in now saying unreservedly, and without 
any explanation, that the Uuddersfield Club had declined to 
accept their challenge." 

The rule we have always aeted ui)on in club matches has 
been for the club of the sniaUei* town to Hx the number of players, 
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and, I ask, ia it reajsonuble to expect the oiub oi' a small town like 
Haddersileld to be able at all times to rival in point of numliers 
the club of a town four or five times its size. 

Since 1856 the Huddersfield Chess Club has contested no less 
than twelve matches with the clubs of Bradford, Holmfirtb, Leeds, 
Sheffield, and Wakefield, and has been 8uece> t ' il in winning eight 
and drawing one. I believe I am correct when I further state 
that during this time none of these dubs have ever entered the 
lists against each other, or in other words, whenever any of these 
clubs have been eii<i;aged in n match, Hudderjjfleld has been one 
of the contending parties. The now Uouri-liing \\ e.«t Yorkshire 
Chess Association, too, was originutrd at a uieetinir of tlie llud- 
dersfield Club in 1856. From tue^* iacis, and others I might 
name, I think it will appear that we Lave done our share at 
Huddersfield in keeping up the " sacred fire " of Chess ; and, 
although we have recentlj lost several of our experienced players, 
we have the satisfaction of knowing that they have allied them* 
selves with other clubS) and are doing good service to the cause of 
Chess in other parts of the country. 

We have lately had accessions of young and very promising 
players to our ranks, and I trust, Mr. Editor, you have not 
yet heard the hxst of the Iluddersfield Chess Club.

THE CHESS CONGRESS OF 1866. 

Our readers will learn with satisfaction from the account of the 
meeting of the Britisli Che.ss Assocititioii, which we publish at 
p. 107, tliat a eongi ess of Clu ss playera will be held in London on 
the 18th of June next. It renmins for all amateurs throughout 
the kiiigduiji, aiid especially the secretaries of ])rovincial clubs, to 
do their part in rendering the meeting of the present year as suc- 
OMsM as that of 1862. 

After what we have urged in former pages it will not be need- 
fill for us to say much on the importance of placing the Associa* 
tion on a more permanent basis. This is indeed generally con- 
oeded. The organisation, originally Resigned for a local gathering, 
was felt in 1862 to be inadequate to the enlarged requirements of 
a national association* The ibur years which have since elapsed) 
while bringing with them a considerable addition to the Chess 
commuiHtT, bear manifest witness to the need which exists for an 
mstitution which, without .^iipphinting or competing with Chess 
clubs, will be a representative of them all, a sort of parliament 
wherein the general body ol" players can, when occasion arises, act 
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in concert, and carry out tlicir designs for the common benefit. Th\i 
poiiit w.id well handled by Lord Lyttelton, in his address to the 
recent meeting. "The time," he said, " seemed to have arrived 
when ttie meetings of the Aasociatioii, hitherto onfy held at uno^ 
tain intenrals, should be definitiyely fixed to take place at stated 
periods* The plan/' he went on to say, which he snhmitted to 
the meeting, wonld manifestly tend not only to render the Associa- 
tion a permanent centre of Chess, hut also to diffuse the infiuenee 
of the game more widely throughout the country, in every dass of 
the community." It may indeed be hoped that the Association 
will in time become a truly national in^;titution. 

Nothing, we believe, could contribute more to ensure the sta- 
bility of the Association than the resolution ])assed by the late 
meeting, that a congress should be held in London ex ery alternate 
year, and that a general meeting ibr the transaction of business 
should be held in Loudon every year. The hrst enactment secures 
a contest of skill between some of our finest proficients at least 
once in two years, while the second provides for the dne represen- 
tation of public opinion, and makes it imperative that the business 
of the society be transacted with method and regularity. The 
next resolution places beyond all doubt the anxious wish of the 
meeting to give all possible consideration to the country players. 
It declares that in each year in which no congress is held in Lon- 
don a congress shall be held in some provincial town where there 
is a local Chess club, if in the opinion of the managing committee 
for the year the state of tlic tinanees and eontlition of the Associa- 
tion render it desirable. To have resohed absolutely on holding 
a meeting evLiy other year in the provinces would clearly have 
been imprudent, as so much must depend on the I'unds at the dis- 
posal of the committee. But we arc certain that whenever cir- 
cumstances enable them to do so they will gladly avail themselves 
of the opportunity. The impartiality, moreover, of the managmg 
committee is guaranteed by the fact that more than half the gen- 
tlemen composing it are influential members of provincial clubs. 

A noteworthy feature in the approaching congress is the in- 
tended presentation of challenge cups. Those who rcHcct how 
much similar honorary distinctions have done for nearly all our 
national amusements must agree with the committee that they will 
greatly tend to promote the cultivation and eularge the popularity 
of the game. * 

Wc may be pardoned if we remember with pleasure that we 
were the tirst to call public attention to this mode of giving a new 
interest to our friendly contests. In addition to the cups, the com- 
mittee intend, we believe, to oficr handsome prizes in money to 
the successful players. 

Nor have our ingenious friends, the problematists, been for- 
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gotten. A problem tournament, with liberal prize??, turiu.^ part 
of the programme. The great merit of the positions sent in lor 
couipetitiou in 18G2 has bcvii) universally ackuowlodged. May the 
present season be equally auspiciotiB. 

It has also been agreed that a *^Book of Tranaactions'* shall be 
pablished, under the sanction of the committee. It will include a 
full account of the proceedings of all the meetings of the Associa- 
tion, together with all games played and problems sent in at the 
same. It will further contain a " Chess Directory," whereby the 
address of any player, iMiii^lish or foreign, who will kindly forward 
it to the coaiuiittee, niav be at once ascertained. 

"We cannot refrain Ironi expressing our ^^atial'acuon that the 
**i>uok of the Congress " (coaLainiiig as it does that code of laws 
and that report of the proceedings of the congress which have been 
SO bitterly and un&irly attacked by some of our contemporaries) 
has received at length the emphatic approval and sanction of the 
British Chess Association. 



BRITISH CHESS ASSOCIATION. 
GENERAL MEETING. 

A most influential and important meeting of the members of the 
British Cliess Association took place at the rooms of the St* 
Greorge's Club, on Tuesday, the 6th March* There were present 
Lord Lyttelton (in the chair), Lord Cremorne, Lord Walden, Sir 
John Trelawney, Bart., Sir Theophilas Metcalfe; the "Revs. G. A. 
MacDonneU, W. Wayte, Salter, and Skipworth ; Mesbrs. liaker, 
Barber, Bourne, Chinnery, Coffey; Captain Cunningham, S. J. 
Green, Gover, Greenaway, T. J. Hampton, IL S. Kennedy, Harris, 
A. Jones, Jackson, Lowenthal, Mongredien, H. Mann, Medley, 
Mongredien, jun., Sich, Slous, Stewart» N. Strode, Taylor, Young, 
&c. A letter was received from Captain H. A. Kennedy, express- 
ing bis regret at being unable to attend. 

Lord Lyttelton opened the proceedings by reading the minutes 
of the last Geneml Meeting, which were then confirmed. He then 
made some remarks on the important objects which had led to the 
pro{)Ositions which he was about to lay before the meeting, in 
doing which, he said, he could not help observing that the pro- 
ceedings of the Association had been commented on in some 
quarters, and by writers sometimes giving their names, sometimes 
noty with a degree of bitterness and personality 'which he was 
wholly unable to account for. The time, he said, seemed to have 
arrived yrhen the meetings of the Association, hitherto only held 
at uncertain intervals, should be definitively fixed to take place at 
stated periods. Frequent meetings had been held by the Managing 
Committee, and a scheme had beeu caiefully prepared by them 
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with a yiew to placing the Association on a more permanent fjasia 
It might, perhaps, have been desirable to hold a meeting of the 
Association between their last meeting in 1862 and the present 

date, but circumstances had, no doubt, rendered it inconyenient. 
He had himself been requested to take part in a meeting proposed 
to be held at Redcar during the ensuing summer. It appeared to 

him, however, that the proposed meeting at Redcar -would be 
likely (though, of course, undesignedly) to interfere with tlie orga- 
nisation of the Chess Association, and he had, therefore, declined. 
The Redcar amateurs, when they drew up their programme, were 
doubtless ignorant of the intended meeting of tlie Association. lie 
was about to submit to the meeting a plan which, if they should 
approve it, would manifestly tend not only to render the Associa- 
tion a permanent centre of Chess, but also to diffuse the influence 
of &e game more wideljr throughout the country in eyery class of 
the eommunity. Before, howeyer, he laid this before them, he 
would ask them to give their sanction to<*The Book of the Chess 
Congress of 1862." In that work were embodied not only all the 
Games and Problems resulting from that Congress, but also a full 
report of all the proceedings of the Congress, together with the 
code of laws adopted at the last general meeting of the Association. 

It was then unanimously resolved that " The Book of the Chess 
Congress of 1862 " is fully sanctioned and approved by the 
meeting. 

The Chairman then read the proposals of the I\Iaiiaging Com- 
mittee for the reorganisation of the ABsociatiou as follows : — 

(1^ " That London be the head-quarters of the Association." — 
Carried unanimously. 

(2) «That the staff be constituted as follows A Pre- 
sident, and six or more Vice-Presidents, who shall hold 
office permanently. A Treasurer, an Honorary Secretary, a Ma- 
nager, and an Auditor ; to hold their offices for two years, but to 
be re-eligible. A General Committee, to consist of not less than 
thirty, nor more th:m fifty members, one-third to go out of ofTico 
in rotation every two years, but to be re-eligible. A Managing 
Committee, to consist of the President, Yicc-Fresidents, tlio 
Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary, the ^lanager, and ten other 
members chosen from tlio General Committee; four to be a 
quorum, and the Chaiiiiiaa to Lave a casting vote." 

Upon the resolution respecting the Vice-rre^idents, 

Mr. Toung moyed as an amendment — " That the word * six ' be 
struck out, and the word < three' substituted."^amed. 

Mr. Toung then proposed, and Mr. Harris seconded — That aU 
tlie officers of the Association should be appointed for two yean 
only, but shall be re-eligible."— This amendment was also carried. 

Lord Cremorne proposed, and Mr. Mongredien seconded, a re*- 
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solution-^*' Tbftt a General Bfeeting (for the tnuifiaetion of busi- 
ness) should be held every year in London, and that a Congress 
dioiild be held in London evexj alternate jear." — This was 
agreed to. 

A long Gonversation then took place as to the advisability of 
holding a meeting of the Association in the provinces (for the pur- 
pose of play) in those years when no Congress would take place in 

London. 

Mr. Skipworth took the opportunity of explaining a misappre- 
hension which had arisen in regard to the intended meeting at 
Redcar. It had at first, he said, b^en contemphut 1 to invite the 
members of the Association to Redcar, but v* licn it was found 
that this might interfere with the luTangemeniri oi the Association, 
the Redcar committee, of course, abandoned their design, confining 
their plan to a provindal gathering. Ultimately, on the sugges- 
tion <» Lord Lj^teltoni the following resolution was passed 

That in each year in which no Congress is held in London 
a Congress be held in some provincial town, whore there is a 
local Chess Club, i£, in the opinion of the Managing Committee 
for the year, the state of the finances and condition of the Asso- 
ciation render it desirable/^ 

The other resolutions embodied in the report of the Managing 
Committee were pa'^sed without opposition. 

Lord Crem»»riio then moved that Lord Lyttelton be clioscn 
President of the Association, lie paid a higli tribute of respect 
to the ability and energy previously manilestcd by Lord Ly ttcl ton 
in Liiat capacity, and the great interest he had ever takeu in the 
wd&re of the Society. The proposal was seconded by Lord 
Walden, and carried by acclamation. 

Lord Lyttelton briefly returned thanks, and expressed his 
intention to do all in his power to promote the benefit of the 
Sodetf. 

The following gentlemen were then elected Vice-Presidents ; — 
Lord Cremorne, Lord Walden, Sir John Blunden, Bart., Capt. 
H. A. Kennedy, Mr. A. Mongi*edicn ; and the following were 
chosen as officers ; — Hon. Secretary, Mr. G. AV.

Manager, Mr. J.Lowenthal.

Hampton, John Baker, and S. Boden. 

It was then unauiinously agreed that a Congress be held in 
London, to commence on June 18th, 1806. 

Mr. Medley explained that, so far as the matter liad been con- 
sidered by the late Committee, it would be desirable to give a Chal- 
lenge Cup on that occasion, to he played for by English players 
onlj, as the prize of British championship. The cup, of the value 
of from £30 to £50, in which wiU be placed the entrance fees of 
the combatants, in addition to a money prize from the Association. 
The winner in 1866 to receive the cash, but the cup not to become 
his property except it be won by him for the second time at the 
Congress to be hcUl in London in 1868, he, in the meantime, to 
hold the Clip a trophy, on giving the usual securities. Players 
intending to compete, to signily the same to the Managing Com- 
mittee on or before Friday, 1st June, and to pay an entrance fee of 
£8 3s. The number of games to be phiyed will be fixed by the 
Coiiiiiiittee when they shall have ascertained the number of the 
combatants.* 

Mr. Mongredien then moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Medleyr 
and Mr. Lowenihal for their labours in editing "The Book of the 
Congress of 1862." He highly eulogised the judgment, tact, and 
impartialitj which they had shown in their difficult and laborious 
task. 

Lord Crcmorne, in seconding the motion, said that while he fiiUy 
endorsctl Mr. Mongredien*8 remarks, he could not but add his own 
warm appreciation of the patience and industry manifested by the 

gentlemen referred to. 

Lord Lytlelton, in supporting the motion, wliich was carried 
unanimously, said he himself intended to propose a vote of thanks 
to the editors of " The Book of the Congress," if he had not been

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THE LIMITATION OP TIME. 

Economy in the use of time has ever been resfarded as a ^rreat 
and indispensible virtae, and, inoreovcr, a valuable element in ihc 
achievement of all .success. This max.iiu, we opine, holds equally- 
true with respect to a pastime as well as any other object upon 
which it is exercised. And, taking that view of the value of time, 
we will endeavour to sliow that it bears a direct and important 
relation to the game of Chess, to its more extensive cultivation, 
and to a wider interest being taken in its development and success. 

Chess may be defined as a game which, more than any other 
calls forth into exercise the analytical power of the mind. The 
forethought, deliberation, and study which it involves render it 
an invaluable agent in develo[)ing and maturing the mental 
faculties; and this duty it discbargea by exhibiting the ditTerence 
of time which two individuals occupy at the same operations, 
technically termed moves. Wc will simply content ourselves with 
showing that this is clearly demonstrated in a contest in which 
genius and talent are opposed in friendly rivalry. Many persons 
regard genius and talent as mere synonyms, and assert that no real 
distinction characterises the two terms. However, there does exist 
a very wide difference, and the true definition, as wc believe, 
consists in regarding genius as innate, while talent is acquired. 
A poet is a genius ; poeta nascitur noii Jit. Study, plodding habit, 
and delermination to succeed, on the other hand, devclope talent, 
but can never result in producing poetry o\it ol' an unpoetie nature. 
Each perdon, the oiio a man of genius, the other possessed of 

9 
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talent, may hIiow an eijual aptitiulc tor the game of Chess, hut 
there cannot be a shadow oi' doubt that there in an esaeutial and 
an ini|»ortant ditierence in their method of conducting its operations. 
The man of genius will n&aster the key of his position with 
fiuiility, rapidlj adopt his line of attack or defence, and abide hj 
his decision, be it right or wrong. The man of talent, how- 
ever will waste considerable time in study and contemplation ; 
suspecting dangers wlici o none exist, and speculating on hazardous 
means ot improving bis ground; and he in bis conclusions more often 
proves erroneous than coiTect. Nay, we wiU go farther, and say 
that a profound thinker, as a rule, is a worse player than he who 
after a casual hut penetrative survey of the battle-field, at the 
critical moment, resolves on his policy in the engagement. 

But to give our remarks a closer application we maintain that, 
in the interest of Chess players in general, it is highly desirable 
that no unnecessary delays should take place in a game ; and 
%vhen a phi}'('r lias no choice or alternative, and only a single move 
left, it is an absolute want of courtesy to his adversary to 
speculate about future combinations, when he is fully aware tha^ 
an unavoidable move is his only resource. 

It is alleged, and very erroneously, that some minds require more 
time for making their calculations, but this is refuted by the &ct 
that slow thinking in the game of Chess, from the results arrived 
at, generally ends in the defeat uf those who resort to the practice. 
After all, what is slow thinking but a mere habit ; and if the 
mind is only tutored to a course of training, enabling it to concen- 
trate its ideas at any given moment, witliout allowing the imagi- 
nation to wander at random, the whole evil could easily be 
obviated. This can be brought into operation without much 
difficulty or discussion, inasmuch as of late years, in the various 
' Chess clubs in Kngland, the playing of simultaneous games has 
become a fashion, and the player has, in several instances, ioine 
twenty boards or more to go over, without having even a quarter 
of a minute to determine on his move. And yet, under these cir- 
cumstances,' he is naturally compelled to make his combinations of 
attack and defence as rapidly, and with almost the same perfection, 
as if he were sitting over a single hoard. 

It is highly important that our remarks should be clearly Bnder- 
stood, and iu no way misconstrued. A simple desire to promote 
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tlio development of Chess lias aftuatc<l 113 in nuiking tlioin, and wo 
believe that our observations bear most materially on the interests 
of a game wliich wo all so ciieri.sii and adinif. U the want of 
some uniform and universally binding rule, deciding a limit as (o 
tiie duration of timo in the consideration of moves and of games, 
which has materially tended to diminish and retard its eultivation 
among the masses. And this aeoms to us a very o]>portune 
moment for reviving the diecugsion on the subject, as the British 
Chess Congress will hold its nieetiriii; in the metro[)olis next month, 
when it can be thoroughly ventilated and linaily dt cided. It 
is nut an innovutionj but simply a reform, likely to be inor ^ 
beneficial to the cause than other measures which have lately 
agitated the Chess-playing world. A rule of a similar nature has 
been in operation since 1862 in the London Chess Club, dating 
from the International Chess Congress held in that year, and, in the 
private matches played under its auspices, it has been found to 
work admirably. The games possessed more lealures of interest 
to the bystanders, many of whom were tyros in the theory of the 
pastime ; and the contests themselves were of a far higher eha- 
ractcr than the former matches, in which long and indeiinitc 
deliberation was allowed. 

Those who have pondered well over this question cnnnot fail 
to have been surprised at the slow progress which this queenly and 
philosophical recreation has made in winning its way to general 
approval in literary, scientific, and nieehanie iastitutions. In this 
practical age time is regarded of e<|ual value as money; and it 
cannot^ if impartially viewed, seem strange that, as has often been 
the case, when more than an hour has been expended on a single 
move, a learner or a mere bystander, uninitiated in its mysteries^ 
lost all interest in the game, and was inspired with a feeling bor- 
dering on disgust at the tediousness and unnecessary protraction 
of a coiKtest It is ganerally admitted that a happy medium should 
exist in all things ; and we arc at a loss to know why the same 
observation does not hold good with regard to the limit assigned 
to deliberation in a game o!' Chess.

CHESS LITEBATITRE. 

A Collection of Two Hundred Chess Problems. Composed by F. 
Healei, Esq. Longman and Co., Paternoster Row. 

Mr. llealey, long known to the Chess world as one of the most 
skilful living problematists, has at length complied with a very 
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general desire lliiit his best composition?! fIioiiM nppcar in a 
collorte'l form. This lumd^oiuc volume inciu<U s the Problems to 
which tlic prizes were juvardetl by the committees of Thf" Kra, 
tho ISfancljester, t!ie Birrnimrliam, nnti the I^ri-tol PiaLIcni 
Tonrnament.i. It is ai'propriaicly dcilicaicd to J»lr. Henry AVaite, 
a gcnlleijuui well known lor the interest he takes in this im- 
portant branch of Chests in ^liich lio is bimsclf eminently pro- 
ficient. It IS unnecessary for us to dwell on the cons2)icuoua 
merits of Mr. Henley's compositions ; they are familiar to all who 
study this interesting department of our art. Nor is it too much 
to say that they combine the subtilty of D'OrviUe with the depth 
of Bolton, \vhilc they pocF^ess a grace of their own scarcely to be 
fnuii'l ill oitlier of those eminent artists' production?. Grent 
ju'liiiK i!!, wo think, has been shown by Mv. llealey in nut 
iiiriiKliii;; in this collection any PruMciuot' more than five moves ; 
it ha.i therefore the e5[)ecial value of being useful to the practicid 
player as well as to the student of recondite checkmates. The 
book ia introduced by a well-written preface, from which we 
extract the following passage : — "Turning for a brief moment to 
the history of Problems, it cannot but strike the student with 
some surprise to discover how few names, comparatirely speaking, 
arc inscribed on tho honourablo roll of inventors. From the 
illustrious Damiano downwards the following brief register 
inch'.dcs I believe most of tlir rcUbrilif to our own day: — LolU, 
Pon/iani, Stamma, D'Orville, Kuper, jMendiieim, Kiesei itzky. ai.'tl 
Siiberschnddt. In our own time we have indeed a biiiliant 
constellation of genius, in which Anderssen, Ivlinir. ])n}er, 
llorwitz, and Grosdeinange, among our continental biethreu, 
Angas, liolton, Bone, K. A. Browne, J. B, of Bridport, Campbell, 
MacArthur, Grimshaw, T, Smith, C.W. of Sunbtiry, and Turton, 
among ourselves, with Theodore Brown, S. Lloyd, andE. B. Cook, 
in America, shine pre-eminent. 

"Coming now to compare the ancient with the modern school of 
Problems, I fcv l inuch difiidence in attempting so delicate a task. 
It lias been justly observed by a clever Spanish writer that there 
is a? mnch differfMicc between tlie stvlos of tA\ o .skili'iil Prohh^ni 
toniposcrs as b^'twcen the jiaintings of l\a|>hael and Titian, the 
one excelling iii expression, the other in colour. Similarly, one 
Problematist is known for his originality and brilliancy of con- 
ception, while another excels in giving that artistic finijih which 
really constitutes the perfect problem. In truth, the beauty of 
Problems does not consist so much in the intricacy of the theme 
as in the manner in which the idea is treated or woven in by 
the composer. The li nest endgames have often a very simple 
tiolution, but it is so hidden among numerous other modes of play, 
which mislead the solver, tliat it is very ditlicult to diseover." 
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We proceed to notice in detail some of the most ingenious of 
these Problems. The leading idea in No. 1 is the saccesslon of 
two coups de rejjosy by which mate is effected in three moves. The 
position is extremely elegant. No. 2, though a conception of 
remarkable talent, is marred by an unfortunate, flawr, since mate 
cannot be given under five moves. The author, however, has 
utilized the same idea with better success in No. 178, a very fine 
composition. No. 3 is very difHcult, as the coup with the Kook, 
on whicli it turns, is especially hard to discover. No. 4 is a clever 
conception, happily worked out, the bl;u*k King being forced to 
move to tho S(|uarc on wh'u'h lie is linally mated by discovery. 
No. 6 is one of tlie best in tlie coUejlion, every nio\ e is a .'-•ej)arate 
enigma, jind the manner in which IMack is compelled, by a .series 
of forced captures, to block up all the. S([narc3 open to hid K\ug 
is einiiiently akilful. No. 8 is constructed on a similar principle, 
though free from any too great similarity. No. 7 was one of the 
successful Problems at the Manchester tourney. Here the Queen . 
is brought unexpectedly to a square from which she is enabled to 
pin the adverse Bbhop, and thus execute the design. 

Notwithstanding the care which has evidently been taken in 
tlie preparation of the work, we ro^^ret to see that some few 
errors have crept in, which we think it right to nolice, with a view 
to their being corrected in a second edition. The fault in No. 2 
we have already stated.

We cannot, however, publish any further correspondence on the subject, 
and we hope that both clubs will contrive to settle in a friendly manner 
any little dilTerences which may have arisen between them.

Sir, — 1 trust you will be kind enough to imiert these few lines in reply 
to the letter of the Secretary of the middersfleld Chess Club, which ap«> 

peered in your last number. I should not have troubled you with this 

communication had not the letter above referred to contained, by impli- 
cation, a charfrc that tlie report of the meeting of the Sbettield Athc- 
noeum Chess Ciub, which was itiserted in your number for Marcb, lu 
stating that " the Huddersfield Club had declined the Sheffield chal- 
lenge — ^was incorrect. I feel compelled to assert that inasmuch ss we 
challenged that club to play a return match on the same terms and con- 
ditions as regulated the match which was j;layed between tlie two clubs, 
which challeuge the Huddersfield Club declined, the report in questlou 
was strictW correct As to the n^odifici(tioi;s mentioned in Mr. Watkiii* 
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8on*8 letter, I consider that as of the six players Mr. WatkinsoQ would 

be one, and would in all probability win his six games, \Ye were indeed 
justihcd in rejecting them : M e wi.shed to }ilay a return match. 

Respecting his assumption that, because his club is iu a town of only 
4O,O0O inhsbitantB, sud the Sheffield Clab is in one containing 200,000, 
his club should choose the number of players, I can oniy repeat that 
which has been previotisly cxplainct! to him — viz., that in conseqnence 
of persons being unable to join our Cliess club except they are inombers 
of an expensive institution (the Athenajum), our club does not get that 
proportion of the towns population which one on the footing of the 
Huddersfield club receives ; and I am sure that the Iluddersfield club 
could at the time the niatcli was played, and can now, boast of a larger 
number of members than can the Siietheld club — consequently, I caonot 
admit the justness of bis assumption. 

The club I represent is quite prepared to give full credit to Mr, Wat- 
kinson and the Huddersfield club for their exertions in the cause of 
Chess.

Few associations, taking into coii.-idoration the short time it 
has been in existence, have provcil more succes-ful than the 
British Chess Association. Wlien lirst started it stood alone, 
Tiiosc enthusiastic lovers of the /irt who inaugurated the idea of 
8Qch aa institution could scarceljr have anticipated the prosperous 
issue which has rewarded their maiden efforts. The most valu- 
able aid has been rendered towards the development of the game 
by its establishment, inasmuch as by the moans used, direct and 
indirect, under its au.=pi"es the n«?()eintion hns disseminated far 
and \vide llie knowledge and praclico ot* its details, by gi\ infr the 
Strongest cncourugemcut to the formation of kindred orgamzaliouji 
in the provinces. The recent foundation of the society upon a 
permanent basis will still more enlarge it^ opportunities of pro- 
moting the culture and development of a pastime which in every 
respect has the highest claim to public support, not only on account 
of its intrinsic value, but also the genial recreation which it affords. 
We trust that the future of the l^ritish Chess Association may 
prove as brillinnt as its aiitccedcuts lead us to anticipate, and as 
bright as its most sanguine supporters can desire. It is by such 
means that tlic theory of the game of Chess and interest in it can 
be satiflfiftctorily diffused among the various classes of society; 
and we sincerely hope that at the forthcoming Congress some 
initiatory steps may be taken for the general formation of branch 
associations of a similar character. And in throwing out this 
suggestion we cauuot hu{ impres3 ou every Ciiess umateur the 

M 
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absolute necessity of cordial co-operation with the mana^ng com- 
mittee, who are straining every nerve to effect the object. The 
names and reputation of its members guarantee the sincerity 
of their motives ia advocating the interests of the British Chess 
Association ; and we have no hesitation in predicting that at not 
a very distant period every individual who ]aj8 chiim to the title 
of a Chess player in Great Britain will feel proud to be enrolled 
in its ranks. We will go even further, and assert that every 
player is in duty bound to belong to the Association. The real 
importance and vahieof tho movement can hardly at present be 
duly or fully appreciated. But they who have carefully examined 
the prospectuS) and observed the objects which are aimed at, 
cannot fail to have seen what valua1:de assistance it is calculated 
to confer on Chess in eveiy respect Amongst the many 
advantages which it affords, the following may be adduced 
as a proof of its utility : — ^The encouragement of native talent, 
the organization of clubs and Associations, and the completion of 
the nccosjsary arrangements for provincial meetings. 

The British Chess Association, as we have before said, was the 
first institution fonned of its kind, but from the success which has 
crowned the labours of its founders, some foreign countries have 
been led to adopt the plan, and have been equally rewarded. 

This 'additional boud which unites the Chess playing world will 
prove greatly instruniental in bringing totrether player*; from 
various parts. And to carry this out in a satisiactory manner, 
we are glad that it has been determined to publish a Chess direc- 
tory which will embrace in itself a perfect guide to Chess associ- 
ations, and be of great advantage to any amateur visiting the 
provinces or the Continent, inasmuch as at a glance he will be able 
to discover who are the resident Chess players ; and the bond of 
freemasonry ^vhich exists among the brotherhood requires no 
further passport or introduction. We hope tliat all provincial 
secretaries and others who are lovers of the art will, without delay, 
afford the editor (Mr. Lowenthal) the amplest information at their 
command, and render the work as iuU and complete as possible. 
Its want is much felt, acd every one who cares about the de- 
vebpment of Chess should support it. 

The managing committee of the British Chess As«K>ciation iiavo 
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great schemes in contemplation. They propose to take prompt 
actiou in endeavouring to iotroduce the game in every poatible waj. 
And very wisely they have resolved to initiate the rising genera- 
tion in its mysteries, by asking the co-operation of the principals 
and masters of edacational institntions and schools. They intend 
also making an effort in the direction of popularizing the gnine as 
much a3 possible in mechanic's institutes and working men's chibs* 
They desire, also, lh:U Cfjcss shonlfl become liuniliar in the Army 
and Navy, and we iei vently trust tli:it in this latter point tiiey 
may be successful. Barrack life is at the best wearisome and 
monotonous, and the introduction of this excellent and noble 
recreation into soldier's quarters and into our fleets would eradicate 
much Tice and dissipation^ and give a healthy moral tone to a 
state of existence which is naturally surrounded with temptation. 

And if these are some of the features wliich <listi!i«rniKh the 
objects of the British Association every one should feel proud 
to have any share in the good work which it has in hand* The 
terms of the annual subscription are by no means extravagant. 
The payment of five shillings per annam constitutes the title to 
membership ; and this trifling sub.^^crlption assuredly places it wiUun 
the reach of all amateur players. The Congress which will 
be held on the 18th inst. will doablles-i draw together the elite of 
the Chess playing world, and as coii-iderablc interest attaches to 
it iroai the various subjects which will then be discussed, the 
exciting contests which are anticipated, and the meeting of com- 
petitors to ooDtesi the Grand Challenge Cap, we hope that the 
oecasbn will tend to swell the number of members in a large 
proportion* 

The Book of the Congress, which recorded tlie remai'kable pro- 
ceedings of the meeting of 1862, contains a full and faithful report 
of its deliberations, and will be handed down to posterity as a 
lasting memento of the glorious and untiring efforts which the 
British Chess Association made to render its success complete 
Fature generalAons will admire the iDgeauity and perseverance by 
which this trinmphaat result accrued, and it will , attribute the 
glorious victory Avhicli was achieved to the fact that the Congress 
was held under the auspices of the Association. That magnificent 
result, we venture to believe, will tend to make the forthoomuig 
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Congress more iuterestingthan its predecessor, and will inaugurate 

a Dew era iii the annals of the game. 



MATCH BETWEEN ANDERSSEN AND STEINITZ. 

** Coming events cast their shadows before." 
In tbe Congress of 1862 last hut not least in the list of con- 
querors was the name of Herr Steinitz. The difficulties which that 
gentleman surmounted were of a varied and formidable character. 
An oniirc ptranger to the dk trn|)oli3 and London Clicss circles, 
iinacqnaiiitod with the ditlcruiit players and their respective styles, 
and not even t^peakiiig the English language, the success which he 
achieved proved a greater triumph than the Chess j^laying public 
had been led to anticipate under the peculiar circumstances of the 
case. The subsequent success of the youthful Vienna champion 
has, however, raised him to the foremost rank, he having contended 
with players of European renown, such as Signor Seraphino Dubois, 
and Mr. Blackburn, the well-known blind-fold amateur; and 
lastly, at Dublin, the victory which he achieved over the redoubt* 
able Rev. O. A. ISIcDonnel has entitled him to the highest honours 
in the Chess world. In fact, he is the coming man of the day ; for at 
present there is no other competitor in the field to dispute the 
laurel crown with him. Under these circumstances it will be 
highly interesting to witness the (ontest between Hcrr Steinitz 
and the veteran l*rofcs.-or Andcrsscn. It seems almost a struggle 
between two tUnerent generations ; for there is, we believe, a 
diirercncc of nearly a (juarter of a century between their respective 
ages. AVhen the professor first entered the field there existed the 
•wcli-kno^vn constellation of "The Seven Stars" in the Berlin 
Chess heaven, most of whom have since shone on different horizons. 
We are well acquainted with the glorious play of the BresUui 
" hermit $ and although Herr Steinitz has never yet engaged first- 
rate players in any series of matches, his brilliant style, intuitive 
power, dash, and spirit exhibited in the contests in which he has 
engaged entitle him to be ranked as one of the chiefest players. He 
had not arrived in London when the brilliant American meteor 
passed through our clouded heavens, and it is, moreover, true, that 
he once came in contact with his present opponent Professor 
Andersscn, and with the widely celebrated L. Paulsen, but on these 
occasions he suttered defeat for tbo rea-ons above stated. The pro- 
gress which he has, however, since made, his youtli and untiring, 
energy render the issue of" the forthcoming stinjggle very uncertain, 
and preclude our pronouncing judgment in favour of our veteran 
opponent, or presuming to foretel what victories may be iu ^rtu^e 
foir Mr. St^ltz in the future. 
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XU£ BELATIVE VALUE OF THE CUESS PIECES. 

W« have abridged the following article firom our ladoed con- 
temporary the Berliner S('hacfi:eituTt;j : — 

As the Kin^ is not, like the other pioee.«, liable to capture, no 
comparison can properly be drawn between hiin and them. We 
may, however, state hia aggressive power, which U generally con- 
ridered greater than that of the Knight or Bishop, and less than 
that of the Book. The King cominancls or attaeks eight sqaares, 
except when placed on the eighth line, when he commands onl/ 
fire, or on a oomer square, when he commands but three squares. 
He can attack all the pieces excepting the Queen, who remains 
always out of his reach. 

The Queen, combining the action of the Rook and Bishop, 
commands no less than 27 squares when placed on one of the 
four central square?, 11 of them belonging to her action as a 
liook, and 13 to her action as a liisliop ; on the eighth line she 
commands 21, on the seventh 2;], on the sixth '25 squares. The 
Rook commands 14 squares wherever he may be placed. The 
Bishop, when placed on one of the four central squares, commands 
13, on the eighth line only 7, on the seventh i), and on the sixth 
* line 11 squares. Tiie Knight commands 8 squares when placed 
in the centre, but only 2 in the corner of the board. The Fawn 
can at the most only threaten 2 squares ; yet positions may arise 
when a Pawn is more valuable than even the Queen, as in the 
annexed example.

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Having tiiiui briefly stated the power and activity of the pieces, 
it will be easier for us to estimate their relative value. Taking, 
then, the Pawn as 1, let us see in wliat proportion he stands to 
the Knij^ht. The Pawn commands only 2 squares, but the opera- 
tion of the Knight extends from 2 only up to 3, 4, 6, and finally 
8 s<|uares. Upon the average, therefore, the Knight is in this 
respect hardly C(iual to three Pawns. It is true the Pawn can- 
not retrograde, but then he can become a Queen. Most writers, 
in estimating the value of the pieces by the standard of Pawns, 
have not paid due regard to practical play, from which it appears 
that in end-mnes three Fawns are more Taluable than a Knight 
or e?en a Bishop, while three pawns with one minor piece will 
almost invariably win against two minor pieces. The Italian 
writers, LoUi, Ponziani, and Others, greaUj underrated the value 
of Pawns ; but this may be accounted for, partly by the Italian 
mode of castling, which rendered the attack more fierce, and the 
Pawns less valuable at the beginning of the game, partly by the 
defective knowledge of openings and end-games at the time, 
which may be seen from the games that are left us, terminated as 
they almost invariably are by a brilliant combination. Most 
modern Chess writers have agreed to fix the value of a Knight 
at the rate of three Pawns. Certainly three Pawns may be given 
up for a Kuight, and even with advantage, early in the game; 
but, as the yalue of Pawns rises as the number of pieces is 
diminished, it is doubtfal whether it wonld be advisable to 
exchange three Fawns for a Knight towards the dose of the game. 
The Bishop has greater scope in the command of squares than 
the Knight ; he can move from one end of the board to the other, 
and can threaten at a distance ; the only disadvantage he labours 
under is that he cannot change his colour, but once upon a white 
or black square, he must always remain upon the same. But the 
Knight also labours under a disability peculiar to himself, since 
he never can gain a move ; hence it is that the two Knights 
alone cannot give checkmate. Another evil to which the Knight 
is exposed is that in certain positions he cannot escape like the 
other pieces, but falls an easy prey — <./•. ^y </., if the Knight has 
retreated to a corner square the King can from the middle of the 
board stop his egress, and cjipture him in three moves. The inability 
of the Knight to gain a move has even been overlooked in the well- 
known comparison by Carrera, where he shows in juxta-position the 
different qualities of Knight and Bishop. Since the end-games 
were more fully examined most players have preferred the Bishop 
to the Knight ; and one of the greatest players of the day — ^Herr li 
Faulsen — opines that the Bishop is decidedly the superior piece. 
If we, therefore, value the Knight at three Pawns we may safely 
estimate the Bishop at three-and-a-half. The exchange of a Bishop 
for a Knight is only advisable, therefore, to avert a loss or to 
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obtain some advantage, as, for example, not less than doubling a 
Pawn. It is admitted on all sides tliat two Bishops are .stronger 
than two Knights, and even that a liishopaiid Knight are stronger 
than two Knights. Two Bishops and a Knight are considered 
stronger than two Knights and a Bishop; the former are consi- 
dered equivalent to two Rooks, while the latter are held to he 
inferior to two Books. We may fairly conclude that a Bishop is 
somewhat stronger than a Knight. 

The Book, commanding in every position 14 squares, is evi- 
dently superior both to the Knight and the Bishop, who in many 
positions do not even between them command that number of 
squares. It has been a matter of dispute at what the actual 
superiority of the Book to the Bishop or Knight should be esti- 
mated, but the doctors greatly differ on this point. Some con- 
tend that a Book is equal to two Pawns and a mibor piece, 
while others consider one Pawn and a minor ])iece a 
fair equivalent. Most Chess writers, however, agree tliat two 
minor pieces arc cciual to a Kook and two Pawns. Major 
Jaenisch, while admitting this with regard to the two Bishops, 
believes that the two Knights are deci(le<lly weaker than Uook 
and two Pawns. In practieal play it will ))c found that a Knight 
and one^awn are decidedly inferior to a Uook, to which Knight 
and two Fawns are a fiur equivalent. A Bishop and one PawA 
are sometimes equal to a Book, but mostly inferior, while'with a 
Bishop and two Fawns the contrary is the case. A Book may, 
therefore, be rated as equal in number of Fawns to from !bur-and* 
a^quarter to four-and-a-half. 

Hie Queen has been generally considered as equal to two Books, 
or three minor pieces, or nine Fawns ; of course, in the last case, 
the exchange is impossible, there being only eight Fawns on the 
board; but, as a minor piece is considered equal to about three 
Fawns, the Queen may be exchanged for six Pawns and a minor 
piece, or for three Pawns and two minor pieces, or for a Rook 
and five Pawns, at least theoretically, since in practice such an 
exchange hardly ever occurs. Indeed, a plavi-r who at the begin- 
ing of a game would give \ip his Queen tor a Rook and live 
Pawns, would probably succumb to the attack of his opponent's 
Queen, while towards the end a Rook and five Pawns Avould be 
more than a match for tlie (^neeu. Two Books will evidently 
draw against Queen, if there are no i*awns left ; but, when there 
are several Pawns on each side, the Queen mdstly has the 
advantage* The Queen in most cases draws against two Books 
and Fawn, but should lose against Book and two Bishops. The 
Queen draws against Bishop and two Knights, and al^ against 
Book and two Knights. The four minor pieces win against the 
Queen, as also two Books and a Knight. M^jor Jaenisch agrees 
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with the Italian writers that the Queen may be valued at two 
Kook;5 unil a Pawn, or to three uuuor pieces luid a Pawn, 
' The valuation oi' the pieces hy a certaiD number of Fawns 
is reiy uncertain, as the worth of a Pawn varies with its position. 
Thus, with the progress of the game the value of the Fawns 
rises considerably. United Pawns are preferable to separated^ 
the more advanced to the less advanced, and the central to the 
wing Pawns. Two isolated doubled Pawns are weaker than two 
isolated Pawns on different flics. Then again, the fluctuations in 
i\\e activity and power of the nnnor pieces render their valuation 
in Pawns still more dilficult. Lolli thus estimates the valae of 
the pieces in the openinpr and middle game:— 

1. A IJishop equal to a JCniglit. 

2. Two minor pieces equal to a Kook and t wo Pawns, 

3. A Pook equal to .a minor piece and two Pawns, 

4. A Queen equal to two Uooks and a I'awn. 

According to tliib" u iiiiiior piece 16 equal to four Pawns, and 
a Uook to six Pawns, and a Queen therefore to thirteen Pawns. 
Lolli here (it is plain), greatly underrates the value of the Fawns. 

Fonziani fixes the value of a Kniglit or Bishop at three-and-a- 
half Pawns, Major Jaenisch, however, holds that hj Ponziani's 
.scale a minor piece is overrated, as according to that«a minor 
piece and two Pawns would outweigh the Hook, and three minor 
pieces would be stronger tlian the two Rooks. We on the other 
hand, are of opinion that a Bishop and two Pawns (but not a 
Knight and two Pawns) are stronger than a Rook, and that 
two Bishops and a Knight are stronger than two Books, though 
not two Knights and a Bishop. 

Mr. Pratt, in his studies on Chess,f prives the following scale : — 
Pawn 1, Knight 3;^, Bishop 3^, Kook oj^, Queen 10. The Kook 
is here evidently overrated, though we rather agree with his rela- 
tive estimation ui thcKniglil and Bishop. "Bilguer's Handbucli" 
(4th Ed.) reckons the Knight or Bishop as equal to 3^ Pawns, 
the Book to 5^, the Queen 10. With this judgment we cannot 
agree at all^ as in that case two Books would he preferable to a 
Queen, three minor pieces would be weaker than two Books, 
and two minor pieces would he inferior to a Book and two Fawns. 
We think the ibllowing scale would come nearer the mark : —

It must, however, bo well understood that we have spoken only 
of the relative v.nlnn of tlio pieces in general, .'iiid not of* that value 
which depends on tlie po.-^iiioii of the ^nnie, when a Knight, or 
Bishop, or even a Tawn may be more valuable than a Queen. 



NORFOLK CHESS ASSOCIATION. 

We abridge tlie following from the Norfulk A'ews, May 12, 18G6 : — 
This association held its first annual meeting at the Ro3nd Hotels 
Norwich, on Tuesday and Wednesday, tlie 8th and 9th May. Nearly 
all the best players in the county were present, and took part in the 
proceedings. 

'* Play couunenccd on Tiiesday at twelve o'clock, when a number of • 
friendly games were contested between Norwich and Norfolk players. 

Mr. Blackburnc, the celebrated blindfold player, who is unrivalled 
among Englishmen in t:ii.-> dej)artment of Chcsfi, entered the room 
about two o'clock, and shortly cr(;ia;:ed the Kcv, W. D. Beard (one of 
the strongest players in the Norwich club) in a li^ht skirmish, before 
commencing me ardnons task which was the chief attraction of the 
programme. Mr. Blackburae defeated his antagoni$4t after a gallant 
contest. A very excellent game was at the sanu time plaved by Mr. 
W. G. Crook (Norwicli) and the Rev. G. R. BeU (Great Snoring), 
which rc>ulted m ii draw. 

" The players tlien took up their posts for the grand encounter, Mr. 
Blaekburne quietly seating hiniBeli by the fireside. Mr. Ramger 
announced the moves. The bhndf old . player began hy (I) P. to K. 
fourth at every board, and in about two hours one of !h\ antagonists 
succumbed. Other defeats rapidly foHowed. Mr. lilackbume, after 
four hours, oflered Mr. Knight (who had played very steadily) a draw 
which was accepted gladly. Mr. Crodc, who had lost a piece in the 
eaily part of tne game, recovered himself, so that ^Ir. Blaekburne 
agreed to draw. Mr. Blaekburne defeated Mr. Howard Taylor after 
five hours and a half s play in magnificent style, sacrificing first the 
exchange and then his queen. The conclusion of tliin game excited tlic 
admiration of the members, and it would have done credit to any player 
over the board. Two opponents still remamed, the Ber. W. D. Beard 
and Mr. W. T. Palmer. The first was shorUj afterwards mated in 
very pretty style, and the latter, being a piece minus, after a gallant 
content of nearly six hours, resigned, Mr. Blaekburne won eight 
games and drew two, not hav ing made a single miscalculation throughout.

Our readers may recollect that in t!ie match which took ;place last 
year between these clubs at Edinburgh the Dundee club was iortunate 
enough to win every game, and its unfaVottrable poeitioB on the present 
ocoaaioii Is partly attributable to the absence of several of tiieir best 
players, who withdrew at the last moment from the contest, so that 
substitutes of far inferior calibre had to supply their places. Besides 
this, Glasgow, from its more extensive popuiatiou admits of a wider 
ra^ of selection when 80<«iany players are required. 

Perhaps the best and most stuDbomly contested games of the match 
were those between the Rev. John Donaldson, of Dumfries (" Delta ") 
and Mr. G. B. Frascr. The tirst game is a very good specimen of the 
French opening, and Mr. Fraser v^^on it after a struggle of four hours. 
The secmid, a Scotdi Gambit, opened by Mr. Donaldson, was also 
scored by his opponent^ but the third had to be abandoned for want of 
time. Ave hear, however, that at its close the position was much in 
favour of tlie Dundee amateur. It is to be hoped that these f^entlenien 
wlU soon have another opportunity of encountering each other. No 
doubt dissatisied with the result of their eorrespomtaee match, it is 
rumoured that the Edinburgh players intend once more to diaHdige Aa 
Dundee Clnb. Witli so mmiy able players in Scotland, we are surprised 
thvt the supporters md lovers of Chess do not organise a ^ttish Chess 
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Association, the mectiiig> of which luiglit be held annually in the prin- 
cipal towns. We t^u^'t that this idea may not be lost sij^ht of, a« it 
would, if carried out, give a \ ery strong impetus to the development of 
Che88 in Sootisnd. 

A Chsss Club bas recently been formed at Kastboome, under the presidenl- 
•bip of the B«T. T. Pitman, the vioar, whloh has already attnoled to itself con- 
siderable support, and inusters a good many iue!nl>prs.

Bon, both well known in Chess circles, have arrived here, aod Have already paid 
Bcveral visits to the leading metropolit.iii clubs.

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SHAKESPEARE'S SILENCE ABOUT CHESS. 

There has been some discussion lately in that very useful 
periodical "Notes and Queries" touching the complete silence 
of Shakespeare in regard to tobacco, which is doubtless somewhat 
of a noteworthy circumstance. "We can understand, indeed, why 
his latter plays should contain at least nothing in fkvour of the 
aicotiaii herb, in respect of the vehement antipathy entertained to it 
hy the British Solomon, gentle King Jamie, as expressed in his 
&moQ8 " Connterblast." No snch otjeetion, howeyer, existed in 
the time of Elizabeth, in whose r^ign tobacco was first introduced 
by Haleigh, when its use at once spread rapidly amongst all classes, 
and the 

" Little tube of mighty power " 
became, and has ever since continued, an English institution. 

There is another subject also totally ignored by vShakespeare, 
wliich, to my thinking, is not less dilhcult to account for than his 
non-mention of tobacco. I refer to Chess ; and I do not consider 
the solitary instance in ^^The Tempest,"* where the game is 
incidentally named, to be any exception, because there is nothing 
said about it in the text that would not eqnally apply to. any 
other game that is played between two persons. In the scene 
alluded tO) Ferdinand and Miranda are disc6yered engaged at 
Chess 

Mit. Sweet lovd, you play me Iftlae. 

Fer. No, my dMratt lovet 

X would not for the world. 
Mw* Yes, for a eeore of Ungdoias yon dunild wnngle, 

And I would call it fair play. 

• Act V. Scene I. 
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The cominentiitor Stevens, remarking on the above passagt, 
sajB, " Shakespeare might not have ventured to engage his heio 
and heroine at this game, had he not foand Haon de Boordesnx 
and a princess employed in the same manner.*** 

The game of Chess, with its suggestive nomenelatare and end* 
less versatility, tlio intoUoctiial and moral qualities it brings into 
c.xerci*', the jo)g s^ud anxieties, triuitiplis and depressions, vvUich 
ju'compauy its pver-clian</ini!; fortunes, has a rcfcniblance to the 
greater game of human liic so striking and uumistakeable, that the 
analogy has c<<capcd the notice of ihw imaginative writers either 
of present or former times. How comes it, then, that Shakespeare, 
the greatest of all writers, should have neglected to aviil himself 
of a theme aflbrding sneh ahnndant scope for happj Ulustvatien f 
It raaj, perhaps, be said in reply, that Shakespeare was not 
self ft CKesS'plajer, which is possible ; but even the most super- 
ficial acquaintance with the p^mc, nut extending beyoml ilie 
names of tlie ])ieces, and a sliglit knowledge of tbo piinciplei, 
would have enabled him to use it in his own iin9|>proachllbls 
manner as a vehicle for metaphor and comparison. 

It must be borne in mind that when Shakespearo Uved, Che^swu 
extensively euHivated in EngUmd. Wi can eaaily imagine, sndsed, 
that In the aheenee of new^fiapen and periodicali to viHi vftt^ 
their spare time, nearly a total dearth of popular literature imil 
with few objects of Intelleettial inters ©nr ancestors must have 
resorted to Chess as an occupation for the mind, a8 well as an 
agreeable indoor recreation. Accordinglj we find in the inven- 
tories of old houses which are still extant, a Chess eqn)j>age or 
two almost invariably recorded. The then head of the realai, 
Queen Elizabeth, was herself an amateur of Chess^ and, ifwemiy 
judge from the vigour and general ci^acity of her mind, that wiie 
princess was probably no. mean proficient in the subtleties of 
the regal pastime. It is stated In the lift of her tutor, Boger 
Ascham, prefixed to the quarto edition of his works, that after Ms 
royal pupil mounted the throne, she still retained him to assist in 
her private studies, and that she sometimes played with hiin at 
Chess and draughts. In a speeeh of James I., animadverung on 
some books written by Cowel an4 Blackwood which were sup- 

* BooMOce *jt HtHMit elMf. dS, ed. 1601. 
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posed to be subversiva of the eonstitatioD) he sajs, " The power 
of kingi is in the hands of the Lord. They can exalt low thingSy 
nnd abase high things, mfiking the subjects like men at Chess, a 
Pawn to take a Bishop or a Knight.'* Thus we see that Shake* 

gpearo's two royal patrons were both conversant with Cliess. 

Altliough Shakespeare makes no nicntioii of Chess in liis work^, 
it is not so with his feUow dramatists and other writers, who were 
contemp<Hraneou8» or nearly so, witii him. There are various 
allusions to the game in the works of Skelton, who was Poet 
Lanmto to Heniy VIIL about 1540. He says in one place : — 

^ Tor ye pUj so at ttto cbesse 

As thoy suppoHO nnd cn.-sf!, 
'1 liat som-) of you but late 
H.itli played so ahekuiate 
With lords of high estate.** 

and again— 

Oure Uayes be datyed 
To be 1 neck matyd. 

Many other poets nnd poetasters of that age drew similes and 
figures of speech from the Chessboard, including Spencer, Cowley, 
Denham, Beaumont and Fletcher, quaint Arthur Saul, and 
glorious John Drjden at a somewhat later period* Nicholas 
Breton, a minor poet of Bltsaheth's reign, and the author of a few 
pastorals in which some happy thoughts and iniagery may be 
found, wrote a poem descriptive of Chess play, of which the 
following is a specimen : — 

THE QUEENE. 

** The Quecue is quaint and quick conceit, 

"NVliich Diakft; hir vvall<c which way she Ust^ 
And roots them up tliat lie in wait, 

To work hir treason, ere she wist; 
Hir force is such against her foos, 

That whom sho mepfes slio overthrows." 

The chivalrous and ill-fated Earl of Surrey, whose poetry is so 
lemarkable for its flowing melody, purity of expression, and 
melancholy pathos, indited some graceful lines called ^^The lady 
that scorned her lover,^ which torn upon the similarity between 
the game of Chess and the game of life. Of all the victims of the 
tignstioa of Henry VlU. methinks there is no one whose untimely 
death eireHes more grief and pity, and is more deserving of ex- 
ecration, tliaii that of this liij^li-boru son of genius. 

In the beginning of the seventeenth century, about the year 
1610, according to Twiss, the well-known dramatic aiuh9n 
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Thomas Middleton, published a comedy, entitled "A <xame at 
Chess," in the shape of a small quarto of sixty-eight pages, in 
ffro9»9 rhyme^ and blank verse. It was hronght on the stage, and 
had a run of nine suecessiTe days at Shakespeare's own theatre, 
the Globe, so it is not impossible that the mighty dramatist may 
himself have witnessed its performance. It has little or no plot, 
and contains some bitter satire on tlic Church of Komc. One of 
the characters is a certain lat bishop, the original of whom was 
said to have been Antonio ile Dominis, Master of the Savoy and 
Dean of Windsor. Middleton had no reason to plnmc himself on 
this production, for the Spanish ftuStion at the court of James L 
took in such dudgeon the hits it made at their religion, that by 
the influence of his Queen, Anne of Denmark, the unlucky author 
was sent to cool his heels in prison, where he remained for some 
time, and was only released after sending the following petition to 
tlie King, which, we may suppose, touched the fancy of that 
learned sovereign : — 

'* A harmless game, coiu'd only for delight, 
Was play'd twixt the Black house and the White, 
The Whito house won; yet still tlie B Lock doth bimg, 
They had the power to put me in the ba<^^ 
Use but your royal hand ! 'twill get me free, 
'TiB but removuig of a man— that's me." 

Enough has been said, I think, to show that the omission by 

Shakespeare of all mention of Chess in his writings is at leu^t a 
. matter of curiosity.

(prom ▲ SFSCZAL OOBBBSVOaOlOIT.) 

The British Chess Association has to congratulate itself upon 
several yery important and interesting meetings of their socie^, 
Among others we may enumerate the Congress held at Bristol, 
and the c\ er-memorable Chess Congress held in 1862, but no 

previous meeting had ever the same significance and importance 
a? the ConjiTrss of the Association wliich has just commenced 
holding its meetings in London ; for, apart from the fact that it 
is the first meeting which has taken place since the reorganisa- 
tion of tlic British Chess Association on a permanent basis, there 
is one feature connected with this meeting which will render the 
Congress of 1866 the most glorious, successful, and brilliant 
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of events. That feature will stamp it in the historical records of 
the science, and* without doubt, every Chess amateur will ever 
look back with deep and fervent gratitude to the original pro- 
moters of tlio 8cherae. It was a very happy idea to offer a 
Challenge Cup of the value of £50 to be compoto*! for, nivl the 
rules which guide the coini)etition have been admirably framed. 
Tiic beauty of the prize exeiteil general admiration, and we trust 
that the successful recipient will treii.^ure it as an heirloom. Tiio 
great meeting to which we refer was inaugurated on the lUth 
uU. at the St. George a Chess Club, aad was continued for three 
successive days at St. Jame^sHall. The great interest taken in 
the Congress, both by amateurs in the metropolis and provinces, 
was ampl} indicated by the presence at the meeting of the most 
inflaentitel players from all parts of Great Britain—a fact suffi- 
cient to prove to dispassionate men how heartily they supported 
the exertions and untiring efforts of the managing committee to 
render the gathering a thorough succos?, and tliat they in every 
particular endorsed the policy of admiiiistrafcion which the society 
had seen fit to a^opt. 

It is of course at the present time very difficult to speculate 
on the result of the contest for the Challenge Cup Tourney, or 
that of the Handicap Tournament. As &r as the contest has as 
yet proceeded, we have been surprised at some of the faiUngs 
which players of European repute have made in play ; but this 
may be attributable to the nervous excitement which tiie extraor- 
dinary circumstances attaching to this special case may have 
helped to contribute. It may be urged that a larger number of 
competitors ought to have entered the lists for so desirable a prize, 
but when we recollect that Mr. Staunton and INIr. Bodcn are 
prevented by their other avocations from engaging in Chess con- 
tests, and that several other distinguishes I amateurs, IVom various 
causes, arc likewise debarred, the public may well be satisfied 
with the catalogue of names wlio arc contending for " the blue 
riband " of the che«|uere(l board. 



In accordunee witli the arrangements of the managing com- 
mittece, the Congress connnenced with a general meeting held at 
the vSt. George's Chess Club, 2 \ King Street, St. James's, on 
Tuesday, the 19th of June, under the presidency of Lord Lyt- 
telton, who took the chair at 8 o*clo{*k p.m. There was a large 
attendance of members, among wlio::i were : Lord Cremome, 
Sir John Trelawny, Bart., Capt. II. A. Kennedy, the 
Bevs. W. Wayte and G. MacDonnell, Messrs. Alexander, 
Barber, Chinnery, De Vere, Forster, Cover, Green, Greena-

MR. HEALEY'S TROBLEMS: 

When we pointed out in our last number some errors 
which occur in this interesting work we did so mainly 
with a view to their correction in a future edition, and certainly 
not with any idea of detracting iroui the merits of the collection, 
the excellence of which we Inivc always been prompt to acknow- 
ledge. Mr. Henry Waite, who takes a great interest in this 
branch of Chess, and more particularly in the Yolnme of whidi 
we are speaking, had requested us to notice these occasional ble- 
nushesy some of which he had himself discovered. Mr. Healey 
has kindly supplied us with the alterations necessary to cor* 
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rect the faulty positions. Before giving them, however, we naost 
ezprefls our regret at luivuig InfMlTertentlj noticed two of fbe 
defectire problems more than once. Hr. Healey's oonreetioDS an 
as follows: —

We subjoiu the following froui the Ilnddersjuild i^xaminer^ June 
1866:— 

The eleventh annual meeting of thia association was held •! fhm 

Victoria Hotel, Leeds, on May 2G. The room was open for 
ehesH-play at twelve o'clock, but it was after four in the afternoon 
before pla^ in the touruanicuts commenced, and. as our readers will 
see, this did not Iwve time for the T»rioiit nuitclies being brought to 
a satisfactory termination. There were about fifty players present 
from different parts of the Riding, the principal of which were Idessrt. 
Cadman, Myers, Luccock, Wiiitcrbottora, rullaUf &c., from I^eds ; 
Messrs. Watkinsoa, Marsden, and Finliuson, from iluddersfield ; 
Messrs. Hunter, Tondinson, Young, and BoUnson, from Wakefidd ; 
and Messrs. Broughton, Fieldsend, MiUlgan, Ferimnd, and Ue8elto% 
from Bradford, Amongst the visitors wlio honoured the ffathrriug 
with their prc!*cnce were the Kcv. A. B. ^kipworth, Ji.A., oriilUdale, 
Pr. Wilson, of Claycross, and G. ii. i'uylor, Esq., of lloughton-le- 
Spring. 

Mr. Bhodes, tlic esteemed president of the association for the yetTf 
was prevented from being present by doi!ie<tic affliction. 

Several tournaments were formed in the course of the afternoon. 

The iirst class tuuruam<^ut was entered by the following gentlemen, 
nhoi hi the first round were paired by lot as follows : — ^Mr. Watkinsoa 
Sgainst Mr. Marsdcn, hotli of Iluddersfield ; Mr. Skipworth, of Bilsdale, 
against Mr. Young, of Wakefield ; Mr. Taylor, of Tloughton-lc-Spring, 
against Mr. Mort, of Sheffield ; Mr. W. Fieldscwl, of Brftdibrd, 
against Mr. Tope, oi Ecedd. 

B£r. Marsden declhied entering the lists against Mr. Walkmsonf 
and so the latter gentleman walked over the eourse. ^Ir. Skipworth. 
after a sharp skirmish, defeated Mr. Young. I^Ir. Fieldscnd won off 
Mr. Pope. The first game between Mr. Taylor and Mr. Mort was a 
very fine one, and, after bome very critical and interesting play, ended 
in a draw. The second ^me was scored by Mr. Taylor, as his oppo* 
nent had to leave by train, and according to the decision of the com- 
mittee this was decTTH'd equivalent to losing the game. In the second 
round, Mr. Watkiuj>on was naircd against Mr. Skipworth, and Mr.

In his introductory remarks Mr. Lawnes congratulated the 
society upon having the good fortune to secure so distinguished an 
amateur for their chief, whose mfluence and position in the Chess world 
could not otlierwisc than prove bencfirial to the interests of the club.

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TiSE ENGLISH OHALLCNGS CUP. 

Whatever otlier results may spring from the meeting of the 
British Chess Association in 18Bfi, it will ever be memorable for 
the establishment of the Challenge Cup, open to all English players. 
There have been ere now, we believe, cups competed for at the 
London Chess Clab, the famous Coohrane haying suecessfuUy 
fleshed his maiden sword on one or more of these oceaaions. Hiese 
contests, however, imless we are mistaken, were strictly privatey 
and emanated from the liberality of a single person; thejr were not 
of an open character, nor did they at any time receive the ratifica- 
tion of a public body. But now the Association steps forward and 
institutes what ought to be to British Chess that which the classic 
games were to the athletes of ancient Greece. There are few 
Chess-players perhaps who will be inclined to deny that the Asso- 
ciation ought to do something for English Chess, apart from general 
encouragement of the game, if it can do so advantageously ; the 
difficulty is to decide on the best course. We do not think that a 
central body could do better than it has done by the institution of 
this Cup. For, as the Queen's Prize at Wimbledon for Voltinteers 
leads to a great number of local contests in order to determine who 
are the best shots in the respective corps, that they may take part 
in the grand meeting at head-quarters, so this Chess Cup, when it 
conies to be more bruited about, is likf ly to lead to similar enter- 
prise in the provincial clubs. All cannot contend, that is clear ; we 
hope, therefore, to see the day when every good club will be repre- 
sented by at least one champion. It would be absurd to run away 
with the notion, that because there were but Uiw entries upon this

ihe fint oocasbn, therefoie little interest is, or will be, taken in 
ibe matter. The Grand Challenge Cnp at Henley Regatta sprang 

ont of even smaller beginnings. Upon the whole, it is better that 

the contest should have been of a somewhat nariow character this 
time, as it enabled the committee to experimentalise on mere 
details without endangering the permanent success of the institu- 
tion. It wonid have been a somewhat perilous honour for the 
winner to style himself the champion of £ngli8h Chess, 

Awmne tbe god^

bttfore all opposition to the undertaking was disarmed by showing 
its perfectly fair and impartial nature. The winner, whoeyer he 
may turn oat to be, has, howeyer, a right to demand' that his 

success be not gi udged or carped at by those who were absent. 
There are, of course, reasons in abumlance — such as want of 
leisure, ill-health, and other casualties — why particular amateurs 
cannot play at a given time ; thb, therefore, is an excellent excuse 
for their non-appearanoe, bat would be none at all for envying 
another's lanrels. We mvst take the winner as the best in th« 
field ; tme, a champion ^ rose wonld smell as sweet by any other 
name," but then many a flower of this 'description is what Honoe 
wmdd call **dera nua^ or a late rose.* All honour^ at the same 
time, to those flowers, if they really are roses, which either have 
too tardily come Into bloom, or liave snffered decay. None of us 
can expect to be alvw^ys in full-blown perfection; let us then agree 
to clear ourselves oil, aud make room for the younger and more 
Tigorous. 

We will take it fi>r granted that every generous spirit is prepared 
to do justice to the several winners of such cups ; it is essential, 
therefore^ to insure, as far as is possible^ the best quality coming 
into competition. Matters of detati may, as a rule^ be safely left 
in the hands of the managing committee which inaugurates and 
subsequently carries out such contests. The journalist has, how-

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ever, his (]nty to perform in subjects of public interest. Wc will, 
consequently, mention one or two conditions which appear to bti 
indispensable to give permanence to the praiseworthy schemQ of 
the AasociatioD. It is, above all thingSi necessary that| wbene?er 
a contest for a cnp take p1ace» tKe series of matches be played off 
at once oonseoativelj. The reason is obTioos. Many an amateur 
would gladly give a oeitam definite time, say July or August, 
though the hottest months are scarcely the best that can be chosen 
for Chess — but this is comparatively immaterial — to such an engage- 
ment; but if, instead of being continuous, it is broken oQ.' by 
intervals, circumstances would place this completely out ot* his 
power. Tiiis would be especially the case with good country 
playsrs. We may again borrow an illustration from the Queen's 
Prise for the rifle corps at Wimbledon. This has been gained by 
"Volunteers from Shropshire and Scotland, the opennen of the 
priae being its most prominent feature. It is clear that unless the 
shooting were to be continued from day to day, these valuable 
supporters of the meeting could never stop at head-quarters pntil 
the matches were finished. Mutatis mutandiSy it would be so with 
the Chess Cup. Under a railway system, country play is far too 
important an element in English Chess to be neglected. In other 
words, we want to see in the tieid the best play that can possibly 
be found in the British dominions, whether it be in the metropolisi 
in the provinces, or even in the colonies. The Challenge Cup 
cannot be put upon too brosd a baas if it is to be a permanent 
institution, and if the country at large is to take an interest in the 
matter. 

According to the present arrangements, the Cup is to be com- 
peted for biennially, aad lioL lo become the property of ilie wiuaer 
unless gained twice consecutively. We cannot think this an 
improvement on the model of the Grand Challenge Cup at Henley 
Regatta. There the contest is annual, and the winner must gain 
the Cup three times in succession before he can call it absolutely 
his own. The experienoe of these practical Henley men is worth 
the ooorideration of the managing committee of the Association. 
We are aware of the difficulty which will be started. It is thought 
that the Association itself cannot meet to effect any good more 
frequently than unce iu two years, and that the Cup must therefore 
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apse with the interregiram. Him does not, howeTer, seem to be a 

forced conclusion, as a meeting might take place for the purpose of 
having the Gup played for, ami n( t for any other object. Besides, 
is it wise to decidf* thnt the nieetjogs of the Association shall be 
hienniali and not annual ? We apprehend that a mistaken idea has 
taken hold of some of the most zealoos ftnd loyal promoters of such 
assemblages. They always keep in eye a great field-day, whereas 
there may be in addition meetings of minor impprtance^ yet not 
deroid of oonsid«rable ntility* And there is this danger — if the 
Association become biennial, its supporters may become biennial 
also. Now what is needed by a British Chess Association is a list 
of permanent annual subscribers, so that it may calculate to a nicety 
the strength on which it can rely in the hour of actiuu. We will 
connect what we have just said with our more immediate subject. 
The Challenge Cup is a new feature in the proceedings of the 
Association, and will of itself, we venture to prophesy, if properly 
managed, make a meeting. It is not the particular regatta or 
meeting which causes the success of the cups, but the cups whicb 
cause the success of the regatta* 

We would leave the question as we have placed it. After all, 
matters of detail are best tested, and can only be ascertained with 
safety, by actual experience. The committee whkh has so ably 
planned will no doubt carry out in a satisfactory manner the neces- 
sary arrangements, preserving the original design where it is appa- 
rently faultless, and improving where improvement seems to be 
necessary. One thing is certain. The highest praise ought to be 
bestowed upon tihe public-spirited body which has asserted a 
principle destined, unless our hopes deceive us, to exercise the most 
important influence on the future condition of English Chess, 



WHY NOT? 

Is it not quite time for some Chess D'Israeli to give us a hot- 
pressed volume on the Quarrels of Chess-players?" It has been 
the fashion for ever so long to speak of our fraternity as an vrUabUe 
gmuSf and under this decent Latin characterisation to convey the 
impression that not pure intellect alone is the god of the Chessboard, 
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bat that the cultivation of the pensive game hath its mingling of 
asperities and clashings with the better things that belong to it 
in as good a proportion as will be found in the more turbulent 
pursuits of the active world around. In trutb| it is clear enough to 
any one conversant with the subject that passion and feeling, which 
contribute so largely to make up the springs of human action in 
other tbingSf find scope and play in the drcnmstances of a Chess 
party as readily as under the conditions of any situation besides that 
can be named. It can hardly be doubted that it is a necessary law 
of htinian nature that every player is in some degree elated by 
"victory, and that defeat is in no single case without its pang. That the 
feeling is keener with some than with others, and that while some 
exhibit it most discreditably, others are able to hide it completely 
under an outward composure, is perfectly true ; but the necessary 
existence of the trait, as here intimated, is as clearly ascertained as 
anything of the kind can be« Failure is depletion. Success is the 
wine of life. Triumph is glorious champagne, with power to make 
a man's eye sparkle, and, taken in a certain meastire, to intoxicate 
the strongest. There are some happy constitutions that can toke 
heart of grace after a fall, and rise with fresh determination : these, 
in Chess and in life, generally win at last. But most of us are dis- 
heartened and weakened by failure, and its sure result in any case 
is pain. Success, on the other hand, invigorates, prompts to higher 
efforts, leads on to grander achievements, and is ever sweet to the 
taste of him it inspires* So at Chess every one is immediately 
affected, pleasantly or unpleasantly, by the issue of his pkty. The 
Prnasian who felt Mr. Morphy's pulse at the conclusion of a lost 
game in an important match, and expressed his surprise at its calm- 
ness, by no means threw away his admiration ; for self-possession in 
a trying situation, being the peculiar attribute of good-breeding, is 
of far higher account than any degree of skill in manoeuvring the 
Chess forces ; but the hero who at the time referred to stirred tlie 
sympathies of the French capital does not wear his heart upon his 
sleeve, and what motions were swelling too far below the surface 
for the public probe of eye or finger to reach, none may declare. 
That he felt the passing disaster less than other men would, from 
the consciousness of power and assurance of victory within him, 
may easily be believed; yet, doubtless, he eudured some pain; and 
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if he had been m ide of more penetrable stuff, friends and foes alike 
must have witnessed it. 

It is one of the most Doble triumphs of principle and will over 
the inferior part of hunian nature, so rampant in its perversions, 
when one has arrived at the ability to play Chess voder any and all 
drcumstanoes without ever forgetting to be a gentleman. As he 
Aat ndetk hit otsit temper ie better than he that takeA a etrmtff cify, 
so the ever-ooorteons and self-oontained Chess-player hath a higher 
and rarer excellence than he that is a master in strategy and winner 
of tiaiiH'S. This excellence is indeed difficult of attainment to a 
mm ot an irritable tempcramont ; but not even to him is it 
impossible. If it were iiii] u-^sil li , lie ought to stop playing Chess, 
for then the game would be productive of more evil than good in 
his case. It is a serious mistake to suppose that study and the finest 
practice are incompatible with moral scrupulosity in this matter. 
Complete absorption in Chess studies is certainly unlawful ; but not 
only would conscience and good manners sufier from this cause, but 
all the interests of life would be sacrificed with them. A. due 
inlerest and diligence in the culture of the game will not only be 
found consistent with politeness and moral wonh, but >vill even 
prove a special mean? for developing and strengthening both these 
important qualities. Ot/r " divine philosopliy .... is not harsh 
and crabbed," to continue the quotation no further, but hath ita 
chords and S3rmpathie8y and ita healthful points of contact with our 
fellow-creatures' worlds as to be a good and true philosophy it must. 
If onr players — ^and especially our strong players— will bear ihis ia 
mind) and make their moral as well as their intellectual preparation 
for erery Chess match they engage in, the Quarrels of Chess- 
players*' will be happily but a record of the past, and our D'Israeli 
will find the "Amenities" and " Curiosities*' of the gatuc and its 
history so large and growin^r a pile of materials, that after the issue 
of more than one bulky vulutiie he will needs revive the "Chess- 
player's Annual," that ail the good things may be saved and 
enjoyed. 
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CHE8S LITERATUBB. 

POMZIANI. — II Giuoro inromparahile degli Scacchi ; per cura di 
M. Casteiii, Very large 8vo. Venezia, 18(il. 

The stream-tide of the "Incomparable Game of Chess" has been 
steadily flowing for many centuries from the east and south towards 
the west and north. Its circuitous route resemVjles that of the 
Gulf Stream from Mexico, only it begins iu a contriiry direction. 
From India, where the game had its undoubted origin, it flowed 
westwards through Persia, Arabia, and the north of Africa, whence 
it passed over into Spain more than a thousand years ago. About 
the end of our fifteenth, and during the sixteenth centuries a few 
Peninsular authors favoured us with certain meagre treatises on the 
game, such as those of Lucena, Damiano, and Kuy Lopez. Before 
the time of these writers there existed not in Europe any work on 
the subject worth a moment's consideration on the part of the Chess 
student, with the exception of a few manuscript treatises in the lan- 
guages of Persia and Arabia, which were to European readers at 
that early period so many sealed books. 

In the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries Italy took the lead 
in the practice, theory, and literature of the noble game. Those 
were the days when there were Chess giants in that fur and sunny 
landl The 17th century produced Gianutio, Salvio, Carrera, and 
Greco; and in the latter half of the 18th, appeared Ercole dai 
liio, Lolli, Cozio, and Ponziani. During this long period of three 
centuries, we Tramontanes contributed little or nothing towards the 
promotion or illustration of the Giuoco incomparabile. To be sure, 
Germany could boast of the ponderous work of Gustavus Silenus, 
and France that of Philidor — excellent works in their way, but by 
no means to be compared to those of tlie Italian masters. 

The edition of Ponziani's valuable work now before us is the 
seventh. The first was printed ;it Modena in 17G9, which was 
followed by a second and greatly improved one, at the same place, 
in 1782. Three very inferbr editions were published at Venice 
between 1769 and 1812, being merely repetitions of the author*s 
first A sixth edition appeared at Home in 1829, being a reprint of 
that of Modena, 1782 ; and lastly the work now before us, which 
far excels all its predecessors in every respect, being a careful 
reprint of the best Modenese edition — that of 1782. Ponzi?ini*s ovm 
gam 03 are given on a series of folding plates or tables, twenty-six in 
number. The notation adopted is that cniployed by Alexandre 
in his **Encyclopaidia," Allgaier, Jaeiiiscli, and other continental 
writers — a notation at once perspicuous and economical. The 
notes and observations occupy forty-four pages by themselves, en- 
riched by numerous additional ones by the present editor. The 
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third feotum of this work, from p. 107 to p« 152, is deroted to end- 
games, concluding with fifty select problems or positions, most if 
not all of which hare been appropriated by more recent writersi 
either in our own country or on the continent. 

In addition to the whole text of Panzianis best edition, the 
Venetian editor has given us an appendix, in eight folding tables, 
with notes corresponding, on the same plan as that described above. 
This additional portion is devotpd to the following Gambits — viz., 
the Evans, the l^isliop's Gambit, the Cochrane, Muzio, and Allgaier 
Gambits, and, lastly, whnt the compiler calls " II Gambitto Grande." 
Ail these are selected from the best authorities, both I'.iiglish and 
oontinental, and form a valuable supplement to the work of the 
junior Modenese, to whom most of them were unknown* 

The mere English reader may form some faint idea of the great 
merits of Ponziani's work by a perusal of a very meagre translation 
of it, publislied in 8vo, London, 1 820, by some sapient wight who 
calls himself J. S. Bingham, Esq. This nomenclature is supposed 
to be fictitious. 'Ihe translator seems to have taken for his text the 
very worst edition he could have selected — viz., that of Venice, 
1812. He further labours under the hallucination that he is 
translating the work of Krcole dal Rio — not that of Ponziani. 
From the circumstance that both Dal Rio and Ponziani were 
citizens of the ancient town ol .Modena, and published each his 
work anonymously, the former is not unfrequently confounded 
with the latter, and vies tend. 

In conclusion, we may mention one slight drawback, which 
applies not only to the work of Ponziani, but to those of the Italian 
masters in general, with the sole exception of Greco's Treatise, 
This drawback, however, affects merely the openings, which are 
somewhat modified by the pre-supposition that either party may 
Castle according to the mode adopted in Italy. The Castling, 
however, being once efTected, we may safely apply to the work of 
Ponziani what Mr. Cocluane says with regard to that of Dal Rio — 
viz., For my own part, I have little hesitation in saying that the 
brilliancy of play and accuracy in calculation which are apparent 
in the games of the [senior} Modenese have certainly never been 
excelled — perhaps never equalled.**

In this round Herr Steinitz has won one game of his opponent, 
whiltl the other matohee terminated in favour of Menn* Mooattii» 
8. J. Green, and Mongredien. The winners have thus been paired : 
Mr. S. J. Green against Mr. Mongredieni jun.^ and Mr. Mooatta 
against the remaining candidate. 

Grand Challkngb Cup.— There were several highly-interesting 
contests in this tourney, the combatants being naturally stimulated 
to exertion by the liiindsome and valuable trophy for which they 
contended; in one or two instances, however, the phiyers iailed to 
exhibit powers of whicli they have repeatedly given evidence. The 
prize wa«; eventually won by Mr. De Vcre, who played his various 
games in a manner whicli cuiiLles liim to our praise for his origi- 
nality and power of combination, and which fully merited the 
reward. If Mr. De Yere would set himself to the task of acquiring 
a perfect knowledge of the openings/' we woidd predict for him 
a briUiant career. 

Thb First Annual Dinner after the re-organisation of the 
British Chess Association took place at Willis's Rooms, King^stareety 
Bt, James's, on Thursday, the 12th of July, under the presi- 
dency of Lord Lyttelton, Earl Dartrey being in the vice-chair. 
There was a good attendance of members, amongs whom were 
Sir T. Metcalfe, M. Wyvill, Esq., M.P., Colonel Koss, the lievs. 
MacDonnell and Salter, Herr Steinitz, and ^Tessrs. ^lonc^redien, 
De Vere, Strode, Medley, llampton, Hewitt, iiaiber, and Luwt'nthal, 
&c. &c. After the usual introductory toasts, the noble president 
proposed Success to the British Chess Association/' and specially 
congratulated the members upon the satisfactory results of their 
first Congress after the re-organisation of their Society. The 
meeting, considered as the beginning of such efforts, had exceeded 
most of their expectations. His lordship then showed the great 
advantages accruing from such meetings to the Game of Chess, and 
hoped that the Managing Conitinftef would never lose j^ight of the 
main object in view — namely, the diffusion of the game.

CH£SS AND GYMNASTICS. 

OhaM indetd too MriooB an cMQpalioB to t guM, and loo mmh of a gamo 

to ba A aariona oaeapation?^ 

SiyCF some celebrated person, wbo-ic name we do not remember, 
pronounced this ipgo diait^ everj one to whom thia noble game 
seems too profitUas a pursuit, or whow mental powers sre below 
the necessary atandaid to follow k ap» appeals to tbe abore saying 
as an antbority to condemn Cheas, If tbU prodnced no worse 
xcsnlts ihan to keep these persons from playing at Chess, the evU 
would not be yeiy great ; for he whose intellect is toadonded to 
allow of profound thinking, or they wha 'believe that only such 
pursuits are worLh cul'ivating wlucli bring iu an iuimediuLC cash 
return, may, without detrinu nt, keep aloof from the chequered field. 

Like all similar play upon words, however witty, the present one 
carries the same great germ of mischief wiihia it, as it tends to 
mislead the general opinion prevalent on the subject. This somen 
what accounts, for the &ct that this wonderfol game, great as has 
been its devebpnient of late yean, has stiU not leeeiTed that 
• acknowledgment of its intrinsic value to which it is justly entitled. 
Nor will it do so until the following axiom, in the truth of whidi 
all masters of Chess are convinced, receives general acceptation, 
and tlial axiom is, tliat CiuiU is Jwt tl^e miiui what gi^mfta^tics are 
for the body. 

To prove our statement, we shall endeavour, in a few light 
sketches, to show the evident analogy which exists between Chess 
and gymnastics. The purpose of the latter is- not limited to 
hardening and training the body for some special servieCf but 

rather to generally strengthen and develop the human frame, and 
,giye it agility, power^ and suppleness. As gymnastics bring alt the 
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powers; of the body into play and invigorate it, in like manner does 
Chess exercise the powers of the mind — memory and injagination, 
and, above ail, the talent of combinationi becomes improved. We 
place great empliasu on this latter effect produced by Chess, because 
oontbioaliooi although of the greatest importaace in the improye- 
ment of acquired knowledge^ n scaroelj erer called into action in 
the process of learning the science. There are manj remarkable 
instances of indindnals stored with all the wisdom of the ages, who, 
irom their utter incapacity to make combinations in a proper 
manner, were unable to advance scienLillc interests ia general by a 
single iota; and their failure may be attributable in great measure 
to the fact that they had not devoted themselves to the cultivation 
of Chess in their youthful days. A good Chess-player only can 
know how mooh depends upon combination, how useless theory is 
to him who cannot quickly and rightly combine, and the large 
«xtent to which the power of combination receiTes development and 
improvement by exercise. 

Many who are incapable of emulating the celebrities of the Chess 
world generally console themselves with attributing an "ability" 
for games {la bos<c du jeu) to a superior player. But this so-called 
ability is really nothing else but a general aptitude for anything, 
and, although discernible under all circumstaoceSy it is nowhere so 
patent and so readily perceptible as in Chess. 

It soaroely needs proof that all great Chess-players^ not devoting 
Aemselves exclusively to the game, have been and are invariaUy 
eminent in their various callings and profesnon^ Conspicuous 
among these were Charles XII., Gnstavns Ad<^hus of Sweden, 
Deschappelles, Petrow the privy councillor, Anderssen, Janiseh, 
Max Lange, Suhle, and last, but not least, the late lamented Henry 
Thomas lUicklo. 

To sucli as argue tliat sujierior intelligence is the cause rather 
than the eii'ect, and that these great masters were such strong 
players because Nature had endowed them with superior powers, 
we simply reply that, in such instances, cause and effect are 
dependent upon each other. Nobody can become an athlete unless 
Nature has gifted him with muscular power, but without dae 
exerdse, muscular power by itself would not make an athlete. 

If we trace the analogy which exists between gymnastics and 
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Chess still further, we find that the great advantage that gymnastics 
possess for the body is enabling it to perform great feats, and the 
trained gymiiMt to do i^'uh the greatest ease that which the 
neophTte oan only perton, naj^ attempt, with Ih^ utmott diffi- 
culty; It It the aam with Cheai. P^ecbely as the gymnast oon«> 
aiders it ridlenloiu that a pemo shall retom honw Ihtigned from a 
short ezearsion, so the mind of a regular Chess-player does not 
easily tire, as can be demonstrated by the fact that most celebrated 
amateurs, after a day of heavy head-work, &iL down in the evening 
to enjoy, as a recreation, a game of Chess, and by the depth of 
their combinations and the bnllianoy of their conceptioos, astonish 
the lookers-on. 

Hie analogy romains nnalterod as respects the charm or the 
pleasure of the game. Gymnastics would nerer have become 
popnlar unless it aflR>rded considerable amusement to young men ; 
nor would Chess hare been widely diffhsed were it not for the 
intense interest which it excites, an interest which reoeiTcs violent 
stimulus with iucreasing knowledge of the game. 

We recommend to the serious consideration of all teachers of the 
young the necessity of their obfaining a keener perception of the 
favourable influence which the study of Chess must have upon the 
youthful mind in de?eloping the mental powers. In most sciences, 
the gift of memory alone suffices to pass successftiUyi but in Chess, 
memory by itself will not much help the learner ; but, even with 
regard to memory, Chess has a connderable adrantage over other 
studies. There are» according to our idea, three distinct Unds of 
memory — ^that of the ear, of ihe eye, and, lastly, that which may be 
purely called logical. The first-named, because less durable, is 
least vahiable, and is chiefly exercised by children, who cauaot 
learn a task without rcpeatinp; it aloud. The second, somewha 
more preferable, ia not either safe or sure. That memory only 
really to be relied upon, because indestructible, is the logical one 
by which we retain an idea or a fact, inasmuch as it enables ns to 
remember the eonneetion which it has with other &cts and ideas. 
In Chess, the first kind of memory is thoroughly useless and 
inapplicable, the second only of limited use, while the third is in 
much requisition, and is widely and wonderfully improved by lihe 
cuitivatioQ of Chess. In coaclu^ioo, we wdi only make this remark, 
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that it is fortunate that, in the edncation of the young, Chess and 
gymnastics may be employed a3 reciprocal antidotes to the evil 
xetolts consequeDt upon over-indulgence in either. Too much 
dtfvotioii to Ch/en may have a deleterioos effect on the body, and 
gpnoMties em remed J it ; while Cbeaa wiU do & aniilar aenrieey if 
needed^From tbe JMimt jScktoMhuy.

to THE EDITOR OF **THB CHESS PL&TEB'S KAOAZDIE.*' 

My Dear Sir, — I feel as if I should rest better in " the cradle 
of the rooky deep," to which I am about committing myself, if I 
seize this present spare moment, on the eve of my departure from, 
Bnglandy to reUere my staffed bosom** of some of the Chess 
thoughts that have sprung up upon looking over the last two numbers 
of your Magarine. Ferhi^ Ihe first of these lucubrations to be re* 
eorded is not, to ^eak precisely, a Chess thought, though excited by 
the perusal of a Chess paper. It relates to " Shakspeare's Silence 
about Chess,'' the theme on which the veteraa player and ever- 
pleasant writer, Captain Kennedy, discourses to your readers in the 
July number. I bethink me how wonderful is this Shakspeare, who 
not only moves the world with his utterances, but whose very silence 
furnishes matter for disquisition among the curious and learned, sets 
antiquaries together by the ears, and makes thoughtful men seriously 
inquire if what he has not touched on could possibly have had 
esdstencein his day, or even if what he did not foresee can really be 
of any value. And then I find myself asking, is it indeed true 
that Shakspeare has nowhere noticed Chess ? Are there not more 
passages than une in his writings in whicli terms and illustrations 
would seem to have been borrowed from the game? Does not 
Taming of the Shrew, in particular, contain a sharp and clear allu- 
sion to it? £fot being able to speak by the book at the moment, 
however, I turn over all such questions to N<4e8 and Quenes, and 
Captain Kennedy, and Mr. Staunton in his next edition of the bard. 
Far be it from me^ anyhow, to play the venturous part** of one who 
would tamper with such dangerous art** as that of the Shak* 
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spearean critics. I will only observe here, as something suggestive, 
that Shakspeare makes Hamlet admonish Horatio that there are 
more things, not only '^in heaven/' but on earth* than are dreamt 
of in our philosophy $ acknowledging, at the aame time, that I have 
BOt the fllighteat conception aa to whether by *'oor philofophy" ia to be 
understood Shakspeare'a philosophy, or Hunlet^a and Horatio's, or 
human philosophy in generalr--«nother knotty question which I hand 
over in like manner to the critics. Look to it, geutleiuen.

I have no more to say oa the subject, except to make the sugges- 
tion, if you w'lW allow me, that Chess may be one of those things 
about which Shakspeare would have said more if he had known 
more. Chess was not as generally known and practised in the days 
of Elizabeth and James as it has since grown to be. Shakspeare 
probably knew something of it, but not much, along with the Uttle 
lAtin and less Greek** which Ben Jonson gives him credit for. Why, 
with his many-sided mind, hia deep .insight, and royal imagination^ 
he has not left a clearer recognition of it upon xeoord, may well 
excite surprise and be a point fur discussioa. 

My next reEection is a regular Chess thought, for it is directly 
tipon the striking variation of Mr. Mortimer in the Frazer Attack of 
the Evans's Gambit The conception of the brilliant Dundee player 
is certainly handsome and attractive ; but, aa it aeemed to me long 
ago, it is demonstrably unsound as he follows it up, the sacrifice of 
ihe Bishop being succeeded by such moves with the Queen as to 
throw the first player himself upon the defensive, and enable his 
adversarj-", by the ra]:)i(i development of the latter's game, to obtain a 
secure position, and one hom wliich, coasidering the advantage of 
the piece, it may be reasonably said he ought to win. Seeing this, 
as I have intimated, and lacking, it would seem, the right kind of 
Chess br^ns for an inventor, I was minded to give up the Frazer 
Attack altogether; and, indeed, did abandon it in actual play with 
strong opponents, when, most unexpectedly, a countryman of mine 
came to the rescue, wiped ofi* the reproach from this beautiful va- 
riation, and struck the right nail on the head so stoutly that the 
Chess welkin is yet ringing with the sound. The more one looks at 
Mr. Mortimer 3 move of C^. to B. second, the more strongly, it 
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seems to me, be will be iiiipressfj 1 with its correctness, and, conse 
quently, of the soundness of Mr. Frazer's Attack by 9. Q. Kt to B. 
third. It is true that you, Mr. £ditor| to whoM judgment I am ac- 
OQstomed to bow in all aocfa mafeteray apeak Kimewhat doabtfoU/ of 
it in joxu second note to Game 168, bat jon onl/ mention tlie ra- 
anlt of the two garnet giren as making an nnCtTooraUe show Ibr 
the Attack, which, under the elreomftanoes, can haidly be eomndered 
as more than a negative argument against it at best ; while your 
subsequeiit analysis of the first game shows by several trains of play- 
that White ought to have won ; and the loss of the second may be 
attributed to the error which you point out in your fifth note. I 
am pleased to understand from Mr. Steinitz that he holds the yiew 
I have expressed concerning this form of the Attack. 

There is another opening upon which, in the third place, I had 
designed to c/Ber you a few remarks in this communication, but con- 
nderations of time and space oblige me to a postponement. I can- 
not conclude, hovrever, without expressing the lirely satisfaction 
with which I have- witnessed the play of Messrs. Steinitz and An- 
derssen in the match now going on at the London and Westminster 
Clubs. It is not alone the skill they display—that is a matter of 
course with such champions — but the gallantry with which both 
choose those bold open games which are such true Ohess, and 
which, unfortunately, are such a rare treat in great matches; this 
it is that will mark the Steinits-Andensen match as one deserving 
to be held in the highest honour among the recorded contests <^ 
the masters. Profhssor Anderssen has indeed long been distinguished 
for the knightly character of hb play, and the accomplished ad- 
versary with whom he now joins issue seems resolved to couch as 
brave a lance as he. Neither can be dishonoured by losing a match 
in which each has set such a noble example before the Chess public 
in extending the science and upholding the loftier houals of the 
gune.

TH£ NORTH OF ENGLAND CHESS MEETING. 



The Chess Meeting held last week at Rfflcar has been a graat 
success. Though we much regret the absence of several patrorrs of 
the Association, owing to a busy and attractive week in York, occa- 
sioned by the visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales, yet we 
rejoice in an assemblage of Chess talent. Among the company 
present we noticed : Lord Benholme, Rev. GAnon And Hn. Dixouy 
Mr. And Mn. StAnnton (London), Mr. And Mrt. Browne (Bourne- 
mooth)^ BeT. W. Beckett (Heigbington), Re?. J. F. Newton, Rer. 
W. WAyte(Kfcon), Mr. Morley (Birkby Rectory), Rev. G.B, Morley, 
Fellow of St Catherine's College, Cambridge, Rev. Chas. and Mrs. 
Bailey, Mr. and Mrs. Thorold (Bath), Miss Thorold (Sheffield), Rev. 
F. R. Drew (Malvern), Mr. and Miss Oxley (Redcar), Rev. Jno. and 
Mrs. Owen (Ilootan, Chester), Dr. Wilson (Claycross), Rev. John 
And Mrs. Seaton, Mr. Fieldsend (Bradford), Mr. S. Tomkins 
(London), Rev. \V. Milburne, Rev. D. Salter, Rev, B. N. R. and

The continental war delayed 
Heir Anderssen's visit to England, in consequence of which his 
jnatcli with TIerr Steinitz commenced at so late a period that it was 
not concluded at the time of the Redcar me ting. Neither, there- 
fore, could be present. In the several classes the combatants 
played a single game with each other, and the prizes were a\v;irded 
according to the gross bcore. In Class, I. eight gentlemen competed 
—Messrs. De Vere^ Thorold, Wayte, Wisker, Wilson, Skipworth, 
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Salter, and Owen. The prise was carried off hy Mr. De Yere, who 
only lost one game, and that to Mr. Tborold. Messrs. Owen, 
Wisker, and Thorold were equal for the second place^ each having 
lost two games. There were twelve competitors in Class IL<^Lord 
Benholme, Messrs. Morley, Hamel, Kidson, Fieldsend^ Bennett, 
Bedietty Grimshaw, Park, Drew, Setnple, and Bodington. The 
prize was won by Mr. Drew, who did not Ios?e a single game. Next 
in order of merit stood Messrs. Hamel and Kidson, each of wTiom 
won eight games; then Lord Benholme and Mr. Semple, wimu rs 
of seven games. The Rev. G. B. Moriey won in Class III., and Miss 
Thorold won in the Ladies' Class. Mr. Skipworth and Dr. Bennett 
were coinpelled in the early part oi the week to resign all further 
competition, on account of their frequent interruptions in the dis- 
chaise of the- somewhat arduous duties which devolved upon them 
as the chief promoters and managers of this meeting. The prize 
for problems was awarded hj Messrs. Staunton, Wayte, and De 
Yere (the committee chosen to make the award) to Mr. Grimshaw, 
of Whitby. In the absence of Herr Steinitz, the Bev. W. Wayte 
kindly undertook the blindfold play, conducting five games siniulta- 
neously against Mrs. Seaton, Messrs. Semple, Fieldsend, Moriey, 
and Beckett. At the close of a five hours' sitting Mr. Wayte had 
won three of the games, and the lemaiuiiig two, with Mr. Moriey 
and Mr. Semple, were given up as drawn. About thirty ladies and 
gentlemen made the excursion to Saitburne, and luncheon was 
served at the Zetland Hotel The Rev. Canon Dixon, in the absence 
of Lord Zethmd, the president, presided^ supported on his right by 
Lord Benholme« Mr. Skipwordi occupied the vice-chair. After 
the usual loyal toasts, The Army and Navy,** **The Ajrchbishop 
and Clergy," Lord Benholme proposed " Success to the North 
Yorkshire and Durham Chess Association," whose inaugural meeting 
was being held at Redcar. Mr. Skipworth, in returning thanks, 
stated tlio circumstances which led to the formation of the Associa- • 
tion, and spoke briefly on the advantages of Chess, espt cially on its 
introduction into the homes of the working peo|)lf', wlit le it must 
tend to bring into active exercise their thinking powers, and so help 
to prepare their minds for useful and solemn teaching. The last 
but by no means the least interesting feature of this successful 
meeting was a Consultation Game-^Mr. Staunton and the Rev. D. 
Salter against the Revs. J. Owen and A. B. Skipworth. After pUying 
more than six hours the game was given up as drawn. Mr. Staunton 
during the "week played several games, giving the odds of a rook, and 
won in every instance.

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THE MATCH BETWEEN ANDERSSEN AND STEINTTZ. 

The match betwaen Herren Andensen and Steinitz if we are 
not mSataken, the first aet enooanter of any duratbii wbieh baa 
ever taken place between maaters lepmentiDg the rival schoola of 

Austria and Prussia. Just at the time at which the young leviea 
of Pru.'ssia were proving Lheii superiority over the old experienced 
armies of the Austrian Empire, a quiet^ unassuming Austrian 
player was avenging, in liis own way, the defeat of Sadowa, and 
gaiiung victory over Professor Andersaen, the famous Frossian 
obampion, a veteran of a hundred successful battles in the mimio 
war of Chesa. Germany was divided against herself in both in* 
atancea; there the contest was pbyttcal^ and the buirela of the 
conqueror not unstained with blood ; here it waa mental, and the 
crown conid be worn vntbout causing misery, whilst a great neutral 
but friendly country looked on as arbiter of the lists, and afforded 
the fairest ticld for action, for there was no fear lest she should turn 
either the defeat of the one or the aggrandisement of the other to 
her own peculiar advantage. There were strange vicissitudes in 
the match. The firat blow was struck by Anderssen, who waa 
afterwards overpowered in four successive encounters; then re- 
gaining something of bis pzistine strength the Prussian scored, in 
bis turn, the next four games, but fidling away by degreea, in the 
later stages of the match, he finally succumbed to the prowess and 
good fortune of bis youthjfbl opponent. Our duty as journalists 
requires us to say a word ur two ruspccting the issue and also the 
character of the play exhibited, at the hazard of performing a 
somewhat ungrateful and invidious task. At the commencement 
Anderssen was doubtless held in the highest esteem by most com- 
petent judges, yet those who affected to look upon the match when 
first made aa a boax^ and those who aiaerted that Steinits could not 
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win a single game of sooh an adversary, never for one moment 
represented genuine public opinion. B7 a snceession of victories, 
bardljr tarnished by one defeat^ when he was rendering odds to a 
skilfhl amateur who has since proved himself to be one of the best 

English players, Stcinitz had gradually attained a distinguished 
place amongst the votaries of Chess. If it was doubted whether, 
under sucl) circumstances, he could be put upon a par with 
Anderssen, it was because some of the previous victories of the 
latter were of the most brilliant character. It is impossible to 
ejcaggerate the services which the Breslau master has rendered to 
the cause of Chess. If be had been only a problematist and an 
analyst his fame would have been at the highest, but add to these 
oonriderable quallBcations — ^fehe result of much study guided by 
seldom-erring instinct, an intuitive ingenuity — ^his practical skill, 
and who can fail to recognise that rare personage even amongst 
Chess masters — the horn player? His spirit of chivalry has always 
been equal to his genius and ability. Ever ready to play, whether 
in his own country, or coming to gain and risk laurels in London, 
or courting defeat in Paris, he has, by example more than precept, 
laid down the golden rule that the true Chess-player is he who 
plays, not he who talks about the game. If we except consultation 
matches (in which, if our memory serves us right, he has also dis- 
tinguished himself) hb most remarkable performances during his 
career have been the triple victory in the tournaments of 1851 and 
1862, and in the London Cup, the match with Harrwitz and that 
with Kolisch. Of these two last named, the first was one of the 
earliest and the last one of the latest of Anderssen's matclies of 
which we have public record. When Anderssen played with 
Harrwitz the latter had returned for a while to Germany, fresh 
from the best English practice, and brimful of ingenuity. Con- 
sequently Harrwitx, at the commencement of the match, gained an 
advantage, but the earnest Anderssen, through the great qualities 
which he always possesses, though they are not invariably at his 
command, soon brought himself up to the level of his opponent^ 
and in this unsatisfactory manner the match terminated, as it was 
never finished. It was at this period that Anderssen showed also 
his capacity for bHndfoId play, as he won a game from Harrwitz in 
the finest manner, both pUij, ing without sight of tlie board. With 
the Kolujcii match we were less satisfied, for although Anderssen 
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just obtained the viotoiy, we have oTer thought the play exhibited 
far below the standard of both masters. We have forborne to 
mention Anderssen's match with Paulsen, since that, as the match 
with Harrwitz, was abandoned when both players stood upon an 

equality. The circuuiatanccs connected with the tournaments of 
1851 and 1862, and his match with Morphy, we may presume to 
be known to the majority of our readers; we have not space to 
recapitulate them; sufficient be it to say that Anderssen's play upon 
most occasions was of the highest order. We believe that his skill 
xeally reached its aenith about 1851. It was on aecount, then, of 
these great exploits of Anderssen, and for no other reasons, that the 
friends of Steinitz had misgivings when their young champion 
entered the fists against the Prussian veteran. But they were soon 
agreeably disappointed when they perceived that, whatever might 
be the capacity of Aoderssen, Steinitz possessed moral qualities 
which rendered him at least a match for hi<? powerful antagonist. 
A critic must now ask, in no captious spirit, has Anderssen's skill 
suffered material deterioration, or is Steinitz snperior to r^ny foreign 
player whom we have lately seen in the field ? We believe that 
the truth, as is frequently the case, lies between these extreme 
opinions. SteinitE is much better than he was originally thought^ 
and Andersien is not now in his best fi>rm. We have said that the 
latter^s piny was at its zenith in 1851. We mean by this that his 
genius being always the same, he had just at that date been in 
constant good practice, and was in the highest condition so far as 
health was concerned. Before he etitered the lists for the tourna- 
ment of 1851 be had been properly trained in a series of encounters 
with such players as Bzhn and Falkbeer, the former, it is true, a 
little pasUe^ but the latter in full intellectual vigour, and perhaps 
better than we ever saw him in this country. 

It was not necessary for Anderssen to be in quite the same eon* 
dition to carry off the first prise in 1862. Then he had only to 
contend m one game against every individual player — a task, as 
experience will prove, by no means so wearying as a long set match 
with one opponent. There was not, however, any considerable 
fault to be f iund with his condition at that period. We cannot say 
the same of him upon the present occasion. It may be thought 
that we lay too much stress upon the possession of good condition 
as a necessary qualification for match-playing at Chess, but wq

really believe it to be more than half the battle* What said the 
great Aihenian orator when asked the chief and also the second . 
qualification to wnj one to shine in the art which he himself 
carried to perfection ? ^ DeHvery," was his answerj in both casesi 

not genius or ability^ but delivery." So in Chess, talent of the 
highest order, combined with the most complete knowledge, wiii 
not insure success unless a player is in good health, aud also 
practice enough to bring such qnalitiei» out on tlie day of action* 
We have further to add that we have noticed in Anderssen, as in 
other superior minds, a tendency to periodical break-downs. How- 
ever excellent his play, he cannot command it at the moment that 
he wishes half as much as the world has generally been disposed to 
believe. This fidling — after all a natural defect on the side of 
genius, let any erne call to mind Cochrane, Kieseritski, and Horwitz 
^by no means detracts from his general capacity. We think 
Anderssen j ust the man, immediately after a defeat, to enter upon 
another match and vanquish even a stronger player than the one 
by whom he himself lias been defeated. 8teinitz's victory is not at 
all disparaged by the remarks which we have made respecting his 
opponent. A player can but win when he has the opportunity, and 
Steinitz did not win his games dumsilyi but finely. It may be 
reserved for the Austrian to occupy even a higher position in Chess 
than that which his late distinguished antagonist has filled; he has 
youth in his favour, and up to this time has been constantly im- 
proving. We trust that he, in common with every other good 
player, may continue to improve. 

It is the less necessary to speak critically of the games, as our pub- 
lished notes, we hope, have been sufficiently suggestive to lead a well- 
iuformed reader to form his own opinion upon them. Always 
wishing to assist any one who may be inexperienced, we should be 
loath to deprive him of availing himself in some degree of his own 
originality and sagacity. An impartial judge will readily pitch 
upon the games in which Anderssen outplays Stemiti and those ixi 
which he is outplayed, and will separate these again from those — 
we regret that there are such— in which he breaks down. Once or 
twice, but not more frequently, a little over-refinement will be 
detected in the play of Steinitz, but this is more than counter- 
balanced by his general steadiness and by his promptness in seiiiiiii^ 
the right moment for action. Certainly the match cannot be ao- 
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cused of dulness, as the majority of the games were Evans's and 
and Salvio's gambita, Anderssen having the attack in the first and 
the defence in the second of these briUiant openings. Wherever 
any striking novelty occurred, we believe that we called attention 
to it iii our notes. We may, perhaps, be permitted to make one 
remark respecting those notes. If any defidency be detected in 
them it arose from the necessity of the case, as we were anxious to 
lay before our readers the games as soon as they were jilayed, and 
were ihereioie, on some occasions, obJigr l to eschew more elaborate 
and exhaustive analysis. We trust, however, that no serious error 
will be found in them, and that with all their shortcomings they 
may serve in some measure to illustrate one of the most interesting 
matches that has been oonfeated within the last few years. 



War Chess. — We liave received from the publisher, Mr. C. B. 
Kichf^rdson, 640, Broadway, New York, a new and interesting 
game, invented by Col. Ciiarles liicbardson, called " W^ar Chess; 
or, the Game of Battle." The game, which is a very ingenious one, 
is played by two persons, with iigures representing soldiers (cavalry, 
artillery, and infantry), forming two antagonistic armies, operating 
on a board, which represents a comparatively level country traversed 
by a river, passable at three points onl^ — viz., a bridge and two 
fords. On one side of the river there is a figure representing a 
city, which is to be defended, and if captured, the player on that 
side loses the g^me. On the other side is a figure representing a 
vaprgon — "the supply train'* of that army, which must be carefully 
guarded, as its loss is the defeat of the player of the side to which 
it belongs. A book of explanations accompanies each copy of the 
game, giving its composition, rules for ] layiiiL':, suggestions to 
players, remarks illustrating the power of ilie tigures as compared 
with that of the troops represented; plates illustrating certain 
moves, &o., and indeed explicitly showing how the game is to be 
played, llie game is beantifuuy gotten up, the pieces being of 
silvered and bronied metal, and the board covered with handsomely 
embossed morocco. We have spent some time in studying out the 
peculiarities of tke game, and can see that it will afford much 
amusement and give scope for considerable sl:ill and strategy. It 
does not, of course, propose to supersede or rival Chess itself, but it 
is quite an addition to the catalogue of intellectual games, ai d we 
hope its capacities will be tested by our young players, whose 
ingenuity is always sharpened by every new exercise aflbrded to it.

HANDICAP TOUBNAMENT OF THE BBmSH CHESS 

ASSOCIATION. 

In our last report of this interesting contest we reached onlj tiie 
pairing-off for the second round. The winners of that turned out 
to be Herr Steinitz, Messrs. S. J. Green, Moeatta, and Mongredien, 
- jnn. These gentlemen were paired off $ Herr Steinita to give the 
Pawn and move to Mr. Mocatta, and Mr, Green the Pawn and two 
mores to Mr. Mongredien. In each case the giver of the odds won. 
Herr Steinitz then contended successfully against Mr. Green, who 
received the Pawn and two moves. The first two prizes being thus 
disposed of, the third and fourth prizes were decided by Mr. Mooatta*t 
winning against Mr. Mongredien, although he gave the large odds 
of the Pawn and two moves. This handicap was remarkable for 
the fact iliat several |,lavers, who had not up to this time obtained 
any considerable rcputaLioii, showed great aptitude for the game. 
It would be invidious to ])articulari8e names, and the more so as 
we suspect that some of the amateurs to wliom we have alluded 
generally will soon force their way. to a better recognised position.

(the victor in the late match with Anderssen) and Mr. Bird, well 
known tor his brilliant style of play.

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ILLEGAL MOVES. 

[Tlio folluwinof article upon illegal moves'' wa^ contributed originally by th« 
emiueut Chess author and practical player Von H. der La'ta to the oolumna of 
oar contemporary the StAe^uitung (Leipzig) At the aame tfme that it traats 
epttcialty of tlioi dirtputel quoHtio.ia rospocting the King'H compulsory move in 
eaae of the occurreuce of certaia irregularitiea, it coutaius als > abundance of 
interesting matter throwing light upon the general disousdion coaoarniag the 
lam uf Chess. In presenting it to our readers in an Englieh dress we haye not 
scrupled to make a few verbal n1f«r;iMons where they seemed to make the 
meaning clearer, but have never, we believe, wiUiugly or wittingly departed from 
the sense of the distfngttishod mrher^s text It would, indeed, be a task of mora 
than ordinary difficulty to attempt to pnblish in a condensed form any of the 
arti "les derived from such a source, since Von H. der Lasa is so strictly logical 
anU accurate that almost every expression of his is pregnant with force and 
wfieetioD. We have Tonttired to oanbocly many of the an^oi^ notes witli hta 
text fur tbo double reason of avoiding tnn prolix a c^moientary and of inter- 
spersing with the discussion of a somewhat dry and intrioate sabjeot *"ft^fT 
generally of a livelier character.] 

The attention of a great number of Chess-players is at present 
directed to the necessity of revising the laws of Chess. The subject 
has been discussed hy masters as well as novices and also in articles 
in the magazines. A solution of the different questions which have 
been thereby raised seems to us to be of less importance than it is 
generally considered, but with them, as with many other matters 
which might be allowed to drop altogether without any inconve* 
nicTiCP, discussion once commenced is extended to every particular, 
hov < ver minute. Not long ago we were asked whether in the case 
of illegal, or so-cnlled false, moves the punishment of compelling 
the King of the ofiending player to move was an ancient custom, or 
whether its origin was of a comparatively modern date. 

The sources at our command allow us to compare the rules of 
Chess existing at different epochs in ^various countries, consequently 
we can answer the question addressed to us in die following 
manner: — Compelling the King to move in a certain case is s 
punishraent of a very andent date, but to the extent recognised in 
the present day, and according to our present regulations, it can be 
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tnoed bftck only to the year 1777, and originated in England. We 
•ball take leare to enter into this question inUy, and also examine 
the more andent mles connected therewith. 

The compulsory move of the King now arises when a piece is 
toncbed, moved, or captured which cannot be moved or captured 
without contravening the existing rule?, such as leaving the King 
exposed to clieck, or if there be no st^uare unoccupied where the 
piece could be placed, &c.* These oversights presuppose consi- 
derable inattention, still they occur, as experience teaches, in hastily- 
played games and sometimes even in serious matches. If, however, 
the blunder is not immediately taken notice of, the &lse move stands 
good as if it bad been a proper one* 

The move of the King cmi, besides, be insisted on if any unlawful 
move whatever has been made — for instance, if the Bishop has 
been moved like a Knight, or the opponent's piece has been played 
by mistake, and the blunder has been immediately noticed. As 
these irregularities happen more rarely even than the former ones* 
there luay be a disposition not to as'-.ign a punishment at all to what 
are really mistakes, l)ut after replacing the piece on the square from 
which it was removed, to consider the move not to have been made. 
Upon closer inspection some difficulty may be found in the applica- 
tion of this principle, but for ourselves we should certainly not 
hesitate to play on these terms, even if the seemingly just condition 
was added to it that the touching of pieces which cannot be legally 
moved or taken should be of no ftirther consequence. In practical 
play such a rule would always suffice^ if botli players were equally 
intent upon rectifying their own mistakes and those of their adver- 
saries. It would, however, enjoy but a very limited recognition, as 
in France as well as in England players seem to adhere to thd 
punishment of moving the King, and as a universal adoption of 
common rules should be the aim, it would not be advisable to 
propose it. We do not, however, intend to point out either the best 
possible rule or to explain why this or that proposition has no 
partisans, but simply to enumerate the different modes of punish-

penal move in regard to unlawful moves. 

The first mention we find in Lucena, whose work was dedicated 
to a prince who died in 1497, and therefore still belongs to 
the mediaeval period. He says in the preface {BerUiier Eirinnerungm, 
1859, page 176), Even if yon play without a stake, you must 
play the pieee you touched, except when it ooveis the King. In 
that ease you must pUy the King." 

From Luoena*8 rule, whidi Is given nUihcv as advioe than as a 
law, it will be seen that the moTe of the King as a penalty is of 
very ancient date in certain cases, but its implication was far more 
restricted. To come to its present extended use the Teader will be 
obliged to follow us through three centuries of Chess regulations. 
If it be, however, supposed that the rules grew stricter and more 
severe m the course of time, we must at once observe that this is an 
error. It is true that they have become more severe in particular 
instances, but in general they have become only more logioal or 
rationaL In some respects the more modern practice, even as to 
fidse moveS) has been less seTere, as we shall peroeiTe when speaking 
abont the M odenese. But we can even give an example of ndtigated 
penal laws from the very book of the old Spaniard quoted. Therein 
a piece when played ought to be left upon the square it had once 
touched. Lopez, Salvio, and with him Greco did not accept this 
** dictum,'" whilst Currera and the Modeuesc auwhois accepted it, and 
thus the law still exists in Italy, but with the addition (Ponziani Ed. 
Venezia, 1861, p. 23") that the piece may be moved beyond the 
square it had touched, but could not be left on any of the inter- 
mediate squares. With us a piece may be played to any square 
whatever until the hand is taken off it, Touch man rtnd goe, out 
of hand and stand," is the rule in 8aul*s Famom Oaim<(f Chm&'Fk^f 
1640. We are therefore less severe in thu respects 

Damiano^ in 1512, supjdies no rules or regulations) but we find 
tome in Lopes (1561), and very explicit ones as regards Ulega) 
moves, in Salvio and Carrera. It seems that it was then the general 
custom to play for stakes and to move quickly. Blunders may 
therefore have occurred, and, ;is they might have bsen iuteutlLniai 
alter ajU, ought to have bpen properly punished. : . . . : 
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Lopei, in hii fifth laW| eonoiin with Luoena in thinking that th« 
£ing, having been exposed to oheok, ought to move; and this 
opinion was formed ^nite independently of that of his predecessor, 
with whose work he was unaoqnainted. He says, ^^£1 Key es 
obligado a satislaser la pena. Questa es mi opinion en esto." ^ The 
King is obliged to undergo the penalty, and this is my opinion 
thereon," It appears from this that, at the time, the law was not 
altogether fixed. Gianutio and Salvio (Ed. 1723, p. 73) are in 
favour of the compulsory move ; but these regulations disappeared 
afterwards in Italy, giving way to a fresh theory upon false moves 
in general. In the ** R^glement** of the French Amateurs (1775, 
p. 403) we find the ease again, with the penalty attached to it that 
the King mnat move if he can* We have had here in juxtaposition 
the most important notioes of Lacena's exaropley and will now pass 
on to a more spedal examination of the aeTeral regulations. 

Hie author who first employed the expression, so common tLhcT" 
vr&rds, false iiiuve —which, Imwever, would better he termed illegal — 
was Lopez. His laws begin with the rule, that, after a false move 
(irecha falsa), the adversary has the option, in order to punish the 
irregularity, of either aliowing the illegal move to stand, or of 
requiring the piece moved to be played properly. In the following 
laws, other cases of illegal moYes are discussed, such as the capture 
of a p]ayer*s own piece, or of an adversary's when made illegallj, 
but sdll the penalty of moving the Sing is only spoken of as in the 
above-mentioned case by Luoena. Thus, Gianutio (Turino, 1597) 
only gives the penalty of the King's move when cheek has been 

uncovered. 

More general, but probably only in appearance more extended, is 
the rule of Salvio (Neapol., 1604, p. 22) ; and, in a French trans- 
lation of I^pez (1615), in which, instead of that author's laws, those 
of Salvio are adopted, it is said, The King must be played when a 
piece or Pawn is touched which cannot be moved." Similar is the 
rule of Greco (Ed. 1621), {Berliner Erkmmtngen, 1859, page 128], 
who took it, with the other laws, almoit ' verbatim from Salvio, By 
the way in which this law is given, it may almost seem that, in 
cases tHao where a piece cannot be played at all and has been 
touched, the move of the King is indicated as a penalty; but we 
are of opinion that Salvio, and those who repeat his rules, only 
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mean the case of uncovering a check, or else thej would have 

spoken of it more in extenso. 

In 1634, Salvio, in dislingui.-lHi\q si vfral sorts of ilIop:al moves, 
discussed the question how far the otFending party, wlit u tlie game 
was played for a stake, and in case the illegal move, not haviug been 
rectified during the game, had occasioned the victory, owed redress 
to his opponent. These inquiries of the Neapolitan lawyer, which 
we mention for their onriosity, have for ns no further interest We 
must observe, also, that various categories of mistakes mentioned 
by Salvio are neither complete, nor are they in principle logically 
separate. There is, however, no mention of moving the King as a 
penalty.

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A discussion then ensiicfl relative to the desirainlity of retaini'!:^ 
Captain Kennedy as tlieir president, notwithstanding the fact ot his 
living at such a distance a> Dover. ^lost of the members tliought 
his name was a tower of streugih to the club, and therefore, although 
lie might not be able to Attend often at their meetings, it would be 
adranlageons to etUl retain faim at their bead. Ultimately the 
following reeolntkm was carried nnanimeusly (proposed by Mr. 
G, Boome, leoonded by Mr. Stoate, and supported by Mr. Gorfe) : — 
"That tlir^ meeting learns with unfeigned regret of the wish on the 
part of Captain Kennedy to resign the office of president to the 
Bristol Chess Club.

management be requested to carry out the necessary arrangements. 
Entrance lee about 2s. Gd," ilr. Isaacs proposed and Mr. J. D, 
Corfe seconded, That the best thanks of this meeting be given to 
Messrs. W. Thomson, W P. Meeker, J. S« Tilly, and W. Berry for 
tb^ kind services as vice-presidents, treasurer, attd faon. secretary 
during tbe past year, and that they be requested to continue tbe 
same for the ensuing year." Carried nem. con. 

Mr. Boucher proposed and Mr. W. Hibbins seconded, "That the 
best thanks of this meeting be given to tlie committ op, Messrs. 
J. D. Corfe, A. Smyth Pigolt, C. Boorne, J. b. Cleland, J. 8. Sanders, 
E. T. Stoate, and J. Burt, for their great attention to the interests 
of the club during the past year, and that they be requested to 
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allow thenuelves to be re-elected.^' GarriecL Mr. W. Hibbin^ and 

Mr. H. Isaacs were appointed auditors of accounts fox the year. 

Votes of thanks having been passed to the late treasurer, Mr. Tilly 
(who was appointed on the committee), for his past services, and to 
Mr. Meeker for liis able conduct in the chair, the meeting was 
declared adjourned for a fortnight to aflbrd the secretary time to 
communicate with Captain Kennedy respecting his resignatluUi and 
also to receive his reply.

THE LATE BEDCAR MEETINa. 

We have received the two following letters in vindication of the 
management, and in reply to certain disparaging remarks which 
have been made respecting this meeting. It is far from our custom 
to enter upon any controversial matter in these columns, which we 
wish to use aolely for the instraction and information of our readers. 
In the preaent instaneei however, we depart somewhat from strict 
ndey beoanse we think it but fair to the writers of the subjoined 
lettei*s to allow them to make a reply to the statements which have 
been elsewhere made public t—- 

TO THB EDITOR OF ^ THE CHESS PLATEB*8 MAGAZINE.*' 

North Torkahire and Durham Ciieia AsBodation. 

Eedcar, Oct. 32nd, 1866. 
Deab Sir,— Will yon kindly allow na, through the Chess Plateb*s 
I^Iagazinb, to answer, as briefly as possible, the illiberal remarks which 
have been made with regard to the Cbees JSIeeLing which was held here 
last August? AVe ask this favour of you, not that we care to defend onr- 
Belves, but that we may keep up and further the interea^ta oi Chess in the 
North. The accosa t iona oompriaed in these illiberal remarka seem to be 
five in number. (1) Patrons conspicuous for their abaenoe^ (2) No 
hospitality. (3) No tables d'hote. (4) No excursions excopting (5) 
Saltburn. We answer them scriatioi. (1) The patrons were not 
generally Chess Players at all, and the busv week in York, the occasion 
of the viait of the Prince and Princess of Wales, olashmg, aa it unfor- 
tunately did, with the Cbe-^s week, and fixed far too late for the Chess 
week to be altered, prevented very many of them being present. (2) 
Very few Chess Players reside in Kedcar, and those who do are not in a 
position to keep open house. Besides, we have attended other Chesa 
meeting! wh^ the arrangements were the same — each person paying for 
what he himsolf required. We are by no means complaining — only 
asking not to be complaii]pd of. (3) The mmnhers generally were con- 
sulted as to the tabl^ d'hote, and the majority preferred to order their 
own dinner; the tablea d'hdtewerein consequence abandoned. (4) The 
weather waa too unfavouiable to attempt any eoEomnriona excepting the 
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one to (jS) Saltbnra. There, at a ibstHsbai hotel, the waiting wm 

eho^'king-. Whilo we feel sorry for and confess this pbortooming, we 
must beg to exonerate ourselves. The fault was wit h th(^ landlord of the 
hotel, and let ihotm who wiah to punL^h him avoid the Zetland llotel 
whenever they yiflit SaltboiB. We hare had, moreover, sir, aeveral leMeni 
from amateore who were present, expreastng their own entire aatiafaction, 
and belief in a general satisfaction, as to the whole week's arrnnirements. 
In our iunocence, perhaps, we only suspect one of being discontented, and 
whatever be hia potdtiou he still counts but one. 

However aererely or illiberallj we may hereafter be criticiaed, we ehall 
not again aak for your yalnahle space lor yalneless matter, for Talneless 
most be further c(»Tespondence on this subject. Thanking; you ia the 
name of British Chess Players for the favour you have showA us.

Mt Dear Sia, — ^Affeer the f nil and yerv correct report of the prooeed* 
lugs of the late Chese Congress at Kedcar whidi appeared in the 

September number nf your Magazine, it nif^y pf^em fiinerflnonfl to add any 
comment on the subject. Bat I cannot forbear to offer my testimony as 
an eye-witness of itti success, especially since the publication of what 1 am 
eompelled to designate as a very nngenerous report of the meeting wbieh 
appeared in the pages of the Chess World, and has subsequently be^ 
confirmed by quotation, in the Chess column of the I/fn^tmied LoffJort 
News* The mere list of names of the gentlemen who attended and took 
part in the congress is in itself more than sufficient to rebut the charge of 
Jailure^ and the fact that all the arrangements contemplated ia the pro- 
gramme were not carried out is surely insufficient to warrant the uncon- 
ditional application of the epithet delusive." Everybody conversant 
with these meetings is well aware of the trouble, expense, and prepa- 
rations reqnistte for thdr beuag SQCoessfidly carried out, and when it is 
remembered that the recent congress was aunost of a tentative diaracter, 
and the firet afsemblnp^n of the kind convened in a remote corner 
ot Kngland. I think the dominant impression c;\niiot but be that of 
surprise at the large number of strong players actually attracted to the 
Boene. For my own part I think that the promoters of the congress are 
entitled to our warmest thanks for the pleasant wedc of Chess enjoyed by 
their exertions, and from personal aeqTiaintnnce ^'ith the majority 
of those present, 1 can testify aa well to the general feeling of satisfaction 
which pervaded the meeting as to the good fellowship and harmony that 
prevailed. The oompetitois certainly comprised a very fair number of 
fEOod EttgUsh jpiayers (the record of whose games, by-the-bye, was an 
avowed aim of the establiMbment of the Cheat irorW), and profet^sional 
rapacity was discouraged by the absence of any larpe money -priz«^, 
l^herefore, whatever impre^ion the Chess editor of the JUustraUd London 
If€WM may seek to oonyey to his Torkshire oonraspondents (are they at all 
aaalqgoiis to tbe dbofMitx en E^agfuf)^ tfaose who were imbhwpd

(Concluded from pnge 325.) 

Carrera (1617), in his first rale, lays down, We aaji furtheri, 
that, if the pieoe that has been tonohed coTers the King, and there* 
-fere cannot be moTed, he who has touched it is not iherebj obliged 
to move the King, as some pretend wrongly ; nor is he obliged to 
moTO the King if the piece touched has no square left to go to and 
cannot take an adverse piece." 

As the reader may not clearly tinderstand this law, and especially 
the latter portion of it, we must remark that it is often difHcult to 
understand ancient writers, and to find a clear meaning in sentences 
frequently based upon indistinct ideas and interspersed with obsolete 
words. In our opinion^ Carrera disallows the forced move of the 
King in two eases, -m., when the pieoe touched covers the King 
from a check, and when it has no other square to go to ; and we 
also conclude from it that, about the year 1617, it was customary 
with certain . players to punish every attempt at irregularity with 
the penalty of moving the King ; but we do not yet find this rule a 
fixed law. 

As to the mistakes which Carrera (p. 246) calljj mtntstratti," he 
is very prolix, for he divides these bUmdcrs into proper and im- 
proper ones, with no fewer than nine subdivisions; but he was 
evidently not clear-headed, and is very incomplete in his theory. 
The result of bis decisions is, that a wrongly-moved piece, if the 
opponent take immediate notice of the move, ought to be taken off 
the board, which would generally be a worse punishment than tl^e 
forced move of the King. He does not mention whether the party 
is allowed to make a proper move after the loss of the piece. If the 
King, however, make an illegal move, he is to be replaced, and the 
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more loit to the player. If the mistake be found out after only a 
few movofly thoae mavei ace to be replaced on both sides, and the 
ftlie one amended ; baty if tbe position oannot be amended, the 
game is to begin anew, which the later Italians called ^ium d mimte, 
Ganrera» however, did not yet make use of that expresrion for a void 
game. The laws, not mentioned, given by Cairara in the third and 
sixth of his i uIl's, are, in many respecia very doubtful. The idea, 
first started hy him, of the loss of the wrongly-played piece, and 
the wish that a luisiake should never be logiLliscd, may be found ia 
later legulations, such as AUgaier's p. 15), and those of 

Janisch (1858). The ninth law of Allgaier ronsT-'^ Whoever makea 
a false move, that is, moves his piece not according to the laws of 
the game, must replace the piece, with the loss of the move. Th« 
opponent, however, has also the choice of letting the fidae move 
stand as played.** This law remained in the same words in the later 
editions of Allgaier ; but, in the earlier ones of 1811, 1803, 1795, 
the words ** with the loss of the move" are not inserted, so that in 
these there is no pciuilty fixed. But these new atlempis to propa- 
gate the Italian rules have no chance of general success. Canera, 
like Salvio, makes several observations as to the stakes, if won in 
consequence of false moves. We cannot enter into such digressions, 
still, we may mention that, according to Carrera, when a game with 
a stake upon it was won through an intentional false move, the 
opponent's stakes ought to be returned, and those of the guilty 
party foifeited in addition — that is, if the offender had a bad game 
when he committed his &ulL If the mistake, however, was only 
accidental, the player should not incur any such obligations. An 
intended false move, even if not executed, is, in Carrera's judgment 
(p. »>4:1J, always arsin, which may be forgiven or not, according to 
the importance of the stnlces. This last observation we owe rather 
to the Sicilian monk than to the practical Chess author. 

The works published at and after the time of Salvio and Carrera, 
such as those of Selenus (1616 and 1617), Traits d'Lausanne" 
(1698), Bertin (1785), Stamma (1745), and Phitidor^s first editton 
(1749X contain no rules, or at least none to serve our present pur- 
pose, tiie same may be said of A. Saul*s little work, published in 
1614 by Barbiere, in London, and of which we have an edition in 
our possession published in 1640, with a complete code oi rules. 
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It does not meokion the Ibroed move of the King, but it worthy ot 
notioe as first notidng the abnormal rule which was for a long time 
observed in England, that the pla}'er who stalemated the other lost 

the game — that is to say if A played and li was stalemated, A lost 
tlie game.* As a motive for this rule Saul gives the reason tliat 
the player who sets the other stalemate terminates the game in an 
abrupt way, which according to its spirit should only end with a 
checkmate. 

. It is impossible for us to enter into all the details of the Tarions 
fegnlations, many of which axe enriooa in themselves. Amongst 
the latter we may place Saul's law, thai the opponent's piece 
though touched may be replaced, if the ofi^ender kissee it, and at 
the same time ask the opponent's pardon, otherwise the game is 
lost. The original words are, " If you take up your adversarie's 
man, and, before you set your piece in place thereof, thinke best to 
let it stand untaken, you must kisse tlie foot thereof, and cry him 
mercy, or lose the game ; because you deserve to pay for the 
surgery if you breake a man's head, and will not give him aplaister, 
which is but small amends." We do not know whether these rules 
are to be found in the edition of Saul of 1614. The reader may 
eee, however, by stioh an ezampk, how the presumption of authors 
leads them to try to establish most extraordinary rules. 

We now come to the thi«e great Italians, Rio (1750) Lolli (176d)» 
and Ponziani ( I7i)9); even they do not mention the penalty of 
moving King ia their rules. When speakiug of illegal moves, 
they punish the offender with the lo.ss of the piece and the move, 
and in certain cases, as when the King had remained iu cheeky 
when a player had two Bishops of the same colour, or when the 
pieces had been wrongly placed at the outset, the opponent or both 
players may ask the game to be recommenced. Lolli (p. 11), fol* 
lowing the erroneous view of an anonymous writer at the end ol 
Salvio (Ed. 1723), thinks that these rules were only repetitions of 
Carrara's laws, but there is the very essential difference that Bio, on 
whose regulations Lolli comments, always has the game begun

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afresfa,* whilst Garrm only retraces the game to the wrong moTe^ 
and never has it plajed anew, unless the players are- unable so to 
retrace the moves. The three Modenese authors concede to the 
player at any time in the game the " giuooo ft monte,** in case the 

board was wrongly placed, whilst Carrera scarcely pays any atten- 
tion to the misplacement of tlie board, considering (p. 513) the 
position of the board with the black square on the right hand side 
as a common case in which the King should still be at the right of 
the Queen.f 

Ponziani does not mention any penaltjf for touching a piece which 
covers the King^ or which cannot be moved to another square* 
His rules will also be found in the "Lettere di Yersi" (Veneziay 
177^, p. 109)^ and still continue to be the normal laws all over 
Italy. During the epoch of the three Modenese writers there was 
published in Turin (17G6) the Giuoco degli Scacchi," by Count 
Carlo Cozio. As lie follows the rest of the Italians in his rules, 
which contain twenty-lour paragraphs, it would be useless to give 
them further analysis. 

We arrive next at the work of the French Amateurs, which was 
published in 1775« two years before the second edition of Philidor, 
and concludes with a code of laws^ based no doubt upon the 
regulations then in use amongst the visitors at the Gaf^ de la 
BegencCy already famous as a place of meeting for French Chess 
players. On account of this, as well as of its superiority to all 
former collections of Chess laws, both in completeness and clearness

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of style, tlie treatise of the Amatenrs merits our fullest attention. 
But their rules give no information respecting either the forced 
move of the King, the date of its origin, or the variety of its appli- 
cation. Instead of it we find that a player, if he touch a piece of 
bis opponent which he cannot take, incurs no penalty but may p\a,y 
as he likee. Even if a player has taken his own pieoep he has a 
right to replace it npon die boards provided that he do so before 
Ilia opponent has made his next more, bnt he is compelled, according 
to the choice of his adversary, to play either the piece which he 
took or that witii which he made the capture. The peual move of 
the King is only mentioned for the case in which a piece which 
covers the King from check has been touched, iho Italian "giuoco 
k monte " does not appear amongst the regulations of the Amateur^ 
although they wm acquainted with the writings of the Modenese^ 
The laws of 1775 would no doubt have spread rapidly had not 
Philidor's Analysis, with the English rules, been publuhed soon 
afterwards. In one point the Amateurs have found general recog«- 
nition in the course of time. We refer to the now commonly 
received rule tluit if the board or the pieces have been wrongly 
placed, the mistake may be rectitied during the first four moves. 
In an essay in the Schachzeitung for 1852 (p, 02) we tried to have 
the number of moves extended to sLc, but, our proposition not 
having been approved of, have made no further mention of our 
plan^ which we intended to have served as a basis for a proiected 
general code of laws.* 

Our inquiry has now reached a stage at which we shall be able to 
solve the problem proposed, and to supply die desired information 
from the rules of Philidor. In these regulations, which, according 
to Philidor, are the same as those of a London Chess club meeting 
at the time in St. James'-street, the original copy of which, however, 
has never been printed, we find, in Articles VI. and VIII., that the 
King ought to be moved as a penalty when a player has touched an 
adyerse piece which cannot be taken, or has made an illegal more 
It is remarkable that ihe addidon which evidently belongs to these 
rules is omitted, that the Bang ought also to be moved when a piece

The extensive recognition accorded to Philidor^s work, as well as 
the consequent authority with which his rules were invested, must 
be well known to our readers. The spirit of his laws, indeed, con* 
tinues to preTail to suoh a degree eyerjwhere* ezoeptmg Italy, that 
other Tiews would obtun eoceos with great diiBeulty. 

We believe that we have answered the question respecting the 
forced move of the King by referring to the rules of PhiUdor, 
originating in England (1777). We cannot, however, conclude 
without mentioning a thought which forced itself upon us with 
regard to the l.-uvs of Pliilidor and those of the " 'I raite des 
Amateurs," In what relationship do they stand to one another? 
Was the great roaster acquainted with the other treatise ? Truly, 
it can soaroely be credited that, in 1777, the work of Fhilidor's 
oountiymeny which was sold in the CM de hi B^enoe, was not 
known to hinu Stilly he does not mention the Traits Theorique 
et Frattque" eren in those passages where he ought to have de* 
fended himself against their oritidsm up<m his ^Analysis** of 1749. 
Further than this, he says, in the edition of 1777, that he 
believes himself to be the first of his D.ition who has presented in 
their proper light the theory and practice of the game ; whilst the 
Amateurs, in the iirst lines of their treatise, claim this very advan- 
tage for themselves. We might thus be tempted to conclude that 
either Philidor was unaoquaintcd with the "Trait^" or would not 
know it| and, at any rate, bad not read it, the reason Ibr which 
may have been that the *^ Trtdt^** adopted Stamma's notation, the 
moves bang marked by letters and numbers, and with which 
Philidor was not familiar* Against these reflections, however, 
militates the fact that Artt Y. in the laws of Philidor so much 
resembles Art. YlII,* of the Amateurs that it is ditiicult to conceive 
that Philidor, or, at all events, he who corrected the literary portion
